THE VIRGINIA READJUSTERS TAKE 
A NEW DEPARTURE. ao | 
GEN. MAHONE AND HIS PARTY DECLARE 
THEMSELVES SUPPORTERS OF THE AD- 
MINISTRATION—THE FALL CAMPAIGN TO 
BE FOUGHT ON THAT BASIS—VARIOUS 
REASONS GIVEN FOR THE DECLARATION, 
Wasnineton, April 10.—The Readjuster 
Party in Virginia has taken a new start anda 
new name. With to-day’s issue the Readjuster 
organ in Richmond boldly declares itself an 
Administration paper, and announces that the 
party for which it speaks will devote itself to 
the task of electing Congressmen who will sup- 
port President Arthur and his friends in Vir- 
ginia. Gen. Mahone, who has been in Richmond 
for two or three days, returned to the Senate 
to-day, and was asked whether the position 
taken to-day by the Richmond Whig met with 
his approval. ‘Entirely,’’ said he, “entirely, 
and the Readjusters of Virginia, Democratic 
and Republican, will hereafter be known as 
Administration men. They haye been the 
friends of the Administration, not only of 
President Garfield while he lived, but of Presi- 
dent Arthur now, and the friendship has been 
reciprocal and useful. The Funders of Vir- 
ginia at first used all sorts of abuse in speak- 
ing of our friendly relations with the Admin- 
istration, with the idea of compeiling Demo- 
cratic Readjusters to abandon their Re- 
publican allies. They relied upen the old 
prejudice against the term Republican, which 
had long been deep enough to accomplish such 
a division by the mere mention of a possible 
alliance. The only hope of success for the Re- 


adjuster cause was in a union, and the leading 
men in the movement saw it. The assistance 
rendered by President Garfield was exceeding- 
ly valuable. If he had not been shot the move- 
ment would have gathered strength much more 
rapidly than it did. When President Arthur 
found opportunity to extend sympathy and 
help to the Readjusters he did so, and the ef- 
fects of his acts have been of very great con- 
Bequence, It has become apparent to some of 
the Readjusters that an attempt has been made 
by unfriendly Republicans to ally the opposi- 
tion to the President with the Funder element 
in Virginia. At this juncture, therefore, and 
when some of the most important of the meas- 
ures proposed by the Readjusters are about to 
be passed by the Legisiaiure, it was regarded 
as an excellent time to deelare a policy by 
which the progressive party im Virginia 
should be guided in the coming  can- 
vass. Next Fall you will probably see two 
parties in the field, with candidates for 
Congress. One of these parties will nominate 
men avowedly opposed to President Arthur 
and the progressive measures adopted by the 
Virginia Legislature. In the other party will 
be found not only the men who are pledged 
to support those measures, but also those who 
are at the same time determined to sustain 
President Arthur as the friend of the Read- 
juster Party in the State.” 

“Is this to bea ete ipeagy classification?’ ° 

“*TIt is to last ati least as Jong as the Admin- 
istration can approve the objects of the Lib- 
eral Party in Virginia, and will show its ap- 
proval by acts of confidence and assistance. 
The Administration can strengthen our hands. 
‘It has already evinced a disposition to do so, 
‘We are convinced that it will continue to ex- 
‘tend a helping hand, if it can be made 
‘plain that the confidence extended is to be 
returned. Hereafter there can be no hesita- 
tion. Men must renge themselves on one side 
or the other, either as friends or opponents of 
President Arthur. We are confident that in 
the next election, under the apportionment 
bill to be passed by the Virginia Legislature, 
we shall elect eight Congressmen out of the 
ten who will be chosen as supporters of the 
Administration; the two remaining members 
to be selected, if the Bourbons are strong 
enough to elect them, avowedly as opponents 
pf the President under all cireumstances.’’ 

The effect of this new departure of the Re- 
rdjusters,as marked out by their acknowl 
edged leader, wiil be, it is expected, to compel 
two Republican members of the Virginie Sen- 
ute, who have recently been acting with the 
Bourbons in obstructing the Readjuster plan of 
legislation, to ally themselves finally with the 
Bourbons or the progressive party of the State. 
The Readjusters declare that the Funders have 
fleceived the Republicans and attempted to 
wean them from their allegiance to Mr. Ma- 
hone and his plans by promises of Administra- 
tion assistance in the near tuture if they will 
only resist long enough to defeat the Reap- 

ortionment bill, now pending in the Virginia 
enate. The Readjusters say they have dis- 
covered a Blaine influence at work among the 
Bourbons and that this discovery is one of the 
reasons that impels them to declare now that 
they are supporters of President Arthur’s Ad- 
qiinistration.

RIVER AND HARBOR SCHEMES, 
4IBERAL PROVISION FOR THE MISSISSIPPI— 
THE HENNEPIN CANAL.PROJECT. 

_ WASHINGTON, ' April ; 10.—The » promise 
made several weeks ago, when the Mississippi 
Improvement Committee was endeavoring to 
secure power to reportan appropriation bill 
for the river, that the interests of the river 
would be well cared for by the Commerce 
Committee, has been kept. The ; Com- 
merce Committee has © decided sto ’ insert 
in the River and Harbor bill’ an appro- 
priation of $4,723,000 for the improvement 
pf the river from the head of the passes to: the 
mouth of the Illinois River, all but $600,000 of 
this sum to be expended below Cairo, and the 


whole to be applied by the Secretary of War 
In accordance with the plans and estimates of 
the Mississippi River Commission. It has 
been agreed to insert the proviso that no part 
of thisisum sball be used in the repair or con- 
struction of levees for the sole and exclusive 
purpose of preventing injury to lands by over- 
flow, or for any other purpose whatever, ‘‘un- 
Jess in the judgment of the commission it 
should be done in connection with the object 
of improving the navigation and deepening 
the channel.” This appropriation and this 
provise may be modified before the bill is 
completed and reported. The appropriation 
for the current year was $1,000,000, and is still 
available, either in the shape of machinery 
and implements which have been prepared or 
in funds, so that the commission will have at 
its disposal for the year beginning next July 
about all the money which it can profitably 
handle. F 

The River and Harbor bill will, it is expect- 
pd, appropriate somewhere from $14,000,000 to 
615,000,000. The bill, as reported on Feb. 3, 
ee appropriated a little more than $10,000,- 


The advocates of the Hennepin Canal be- 
lieve that their project will fail to secure _con- 
sideration unless it is attached to the River 
and Harbor bill, and they are laboring to 
make it a part of that bill, The Commerce 
Committee will not take it unless directed or 
authorized to do so by the House, for it 
fs not an appropriation for the im- 
provement of a river or a_ harbor, 
and could © easil be ruled - out upon 
‘a point of order. The Hennepin men desire, 
therefore, to have the House bestow upon the 
committee the power to incorporate it in the 
‘River and Harbor bill, and it has proposed 
that a resolution conferring that authority 
be passed, if possible, under a suspension of 
the rules. It is said that the estimate 
of the cost of the Hennepin Canal, and of the 
necessary accompanying improvements and 
enlargement of the Illinois River and Illinois 
Canal, is about $30,000,000. The opponents of 
the proposed canal assert that its construction 
would ruin the water-power upon which the 
manufacturing enterprises of Sterling and 
Rock Island depend.

THE POTOMAC FLATS BILL. 
MUCH OPPOSITION TO ITS PROVISIONS DE- 
VELOPED IN THE HOUSE. 
. Wasurneton, April 10.—The beginning 
of the consideration in the House of the bill to 
reclaim the Potomac flats shows that it will be 
difficult to pass the bill in its present form, and 
discloses the opposition which the advocates of 
this improvement must have foreseen. The 
billis not only of great importance from a 
sanitary point of view, but it also seriously 
affects the commercial interests of this 
city., Several plans have been proposed, 
but it does not appear that any 
one of them has been definitely chosen. 
The bill provides for an appropriation of 
$1,000,000 with which to begin the work, and 
the entire undertaking is intrusted to the War 
Department. The bill also provides that all 
lands, franchises, and rights lying within the 
lines of the proposed improvement shall be 
condemned at the outset tor public use, and 
that just compensation shall afterward be 
made, Property-holders must file their claims, 
and if the Secretary of War and any claimant 
agree about the amount the sum is to be paid, 
but if they do not agree the Marshal of the 
District is to summona jury of 12 persons, 
who shall fix the compensation. Suits in equity 
are also to be brought against certain persons 
who claim the flats. 

The proposition to condemn the property and 
settle for it afterward was attacked by several 
members to-day. On the other hand, it was 
said that in no other way could the proposed 
improvement be secured. Mr. Bowman, of 
Massachusetts, feared that if the bed of the 
river should be narrowed, the floods would be 
higher than ever, and even suggested that if 
the flats should be reclaimed, it might be ne- 
cessary to abandon the city. He was unwilling 
to reduce the area of water, because all the 
present area was needed for cooling thesouthern 
breezes in Summer. He admitted a belief that 
thousands of persons had died from the effects 
of Potomac malaria, but asked if it would not 
be wiser to dig out the flats than to fill them 
uv. Mr. Blount seemed to see some job in the 
bill, and criticised the committee for having 
dared to refer in its report to the opinions of 
the press concerning the necessity for the pro- 
posed improvement. He wanted proof that 
the flats made the city unbealthy. Mr. Randall 
declared that much of the sickness attributed 
to malaria is caused by defective sewerage and 
a lack of water. Mr. Robeson said that the 
Government had no right to condemn the 
property if it was intended to sell any of the 
reclaimed land, and he did not approve the 
method of fixing the compensation of claim- 
ants. No action was taken upon the bill, but 
Monday, the 24th inst., was set apart for its 
further consideration. 

- Nearly everything that was said to-day was 
in opposition either to the entire proposition or 
to the methods provided in the bill. If Wash- 
ington were within the limits ot some mem- 
bers’ districts the bill might hope for some 
speeches in its favor.

TRESPASSERS ON,INDIAN. LANDS. 

EXISTING LAWS INADEQUATE | TO’ PREVENT 
. ILLEGAL INTRUSION. 
‘. WASHINGTON, ¢ April 10.—Existing laws 
are inadequate for the punishment of persons 
who trespass upon Indian lands. These laws 
provide that the penalty for the first intrusion 
shall be removal from the reservation, and for 
the second offense a fine not exceeding $1,000. 
But as a general rule intruders have no prop- 
erty, and an attempt to collect the penalty by 
an action results in a barren judgment, and 
the intruder gees scot free, to intrude again at 


a later date. A notable illustration of the in- 
adequacy of the law is found in the 
case of Capt. Payne, the leader of the 
Oklahoma invasion. After repeated attempts 
to settle with his followers in the Indian Ter- 
ritory, and repeated removals therefrom, he 
was arrested nearly two years ago, and 
in a civil suit judgment for the pen- 
alty of $1,000 was rendered against him. 
But this judgment cannot be collected, and 
Payne is at large organizing another raid upon 
the lands of the Territory. Most of the trouble 
that arises in the Indian Territory is caused 
by intruding white persons who go there from 
an inherent disposition to trangress and to 
evade the restraints of law. To them the laws 
of the Indians do not apply, and, armed to the 
teeth, they are called by an Indian Inspector 
‘*pale-faced cut-throats, the terrors of the 
eountry.” Other intruders, im other reserva- 
tions, engage in mining, anc their improve- 
ments become the basis of troublesome claims. 
Trespassers upon Indian lands frequently not 
only cause difficulties with the Indians, but 
also bloodshed and open war. The President 
has commended to Congress a bill prepared by 
the Secretary of the Interior, providing that 
intruders upon Indian lands shall, upon con- 
viction, be punished for the first offiense by a 
fine of not more than $500, and by imprison- 
ment at bard labor for not more than one 
year, and for every subsequent offense shall 
pay a fine of from $500 to $1,000, and be im- 
prisoned at hard labor for from one to two 
years. The wagonsand outfits of the tres- 
passer are to be forfeited, one-half to the in- 
former and one-half to the United States, and 
Indians are to be competent witnesses,

MR. LOWELL;NOT TO BE RECALLED, 
NO FOUNDATION: FOR THE REPORT THAT 
JUDGE TAFT 18 TO BE MADE MINISTER 
TO ENGLAND. .. 
¥%. Wasuineton, April 10.—Telegraphic dis- 
patches from this city to several newspapers 
have conveyed the announcement that the 
President proposed to recall Minister Lowell 
from Great Britain, and that he had already 
considered the name of ex-Attorney-General 
Taft as that of his successor. The report is 
denied at the White House to-day, and 
friends of the President say that not only 
is there no intention of recaljlimg Mr. 
Lowell, but that no reason for recalling him 
has suggested itself to the Administration. So 
far as can be learned, the only foundation for 
the report was the desire of some Ohio politi- 
cians to see Mr. Taft provided with a com- 
fortable place, the recent talk , about 
the ‘treatment of the suspected  Irish- 
Americans furnishing a ground for the 
suggestion that dissatisfaction exists, and that 
a new man must be procured to represent 
faithfully the views of the President and his 
Cabinet. From a trustworthy source it is 
learned that in Cabinet councils there has been 
no criticism upon Mr, Lowell’s course in re- 
gard to imprisoned alleged American citizens, 
but, on the contrary, that his good judgment 
and sense in the treatment of the delicate 
matter have elicited commendation.

enate, and that even the opponents of the 
nomination in the committee were of the 
opinion that the President ought to be allewed 
the privilege of selecting his own clerks. 


DEMOCRATIC CAMPAIGN PLANS 
* Wasuineaton, April 10.—The Executive 
Committees of the Senate and House of the 
Democratic Congressional Campaign Conamit- 
tee met at the residence of Gen. Rosecrans to- 


night. Gen. Rosecrans was elected permanent 
Chairman of the Joint Committee and Gen. 
Le Fevre Secretary of thesame body. A Board 
of Control to consist of nine members was pro- 
vided for. The board, with the Hon. R, P. 
Flower, of New-York, as its Chairman, is 
eonstructed as follows: Senator Davis, of 
West Virginia; Senator Gorman, of Mary- 
land; Representative Cobb, of Indiana; 
Representative Rosecrans, of Calitornia; 
three others whose names are withheld, and 
one to be selected at. the next meeting of the

’ PROTECTION FOR NEW-YORK BAY. 
THE BILL TO PREVENT GARBAGE-DUMPING 
PASSED BY THE HOUSE. 

Wasaineton, April 10.—Upon the mo- 
tion of Mr. Richardson, the House passed to- 
day Mr. Hutchins’s bill relating to the pres- 
ervation of New-York Harbor. The bill pro- 
vides that ‘‘no street sweepings, dredgings 
from slips or other places, earth, dirt, stone- 
ballast from vessels, ashes, swill, garbage, 
dead animals or portions thereof, decayed or 
other vegetables or fruits, bedding, or refuse 


or rubbish of any kind” shall be dumped 
or deposited into New-York Bay, Hud- 
son River, East River, Long Island Sound, 
or any of the rivers or inlets con- 
"nected with New-York Bay, or in the 
Atlantic Oeean within five miles of Coney 
Island or Sandy Hook. The bill does not for- 
bid filling for the erection of piers, docks, and 
bulkheads in a proper manner, The punish- 
‘ment provided for a violation of the proposed 
law is a fine of not less than $50 and not more 
than $1,000 for each offense, or imprisonment 
as now provided in cases of misdemeanor, or 
both. Two-thirds of the fines are to go to the 
informer. Toseeure the enforcement of the 
law the District Attorneys of the Southernand 
EKastera Districts of New-York are authorized 
toappointeight special officers, whose fitness and 
‘capacity shall be approved by the New-York 
Board of Pilot Commussioners, These officers 
are to have power to ‘‘arrest all persons and 
deliver into custody any person taken in the 
act of violating any of the laws of the United 
States, if such violation amounts to a misde- 
meanor or a felony.’? The New-York and 
Brooklyn Police are given like authority. The 
special officers’ salaries are not to exceed those 
of New-York patrolmen. The committee, in 
its report, refers tothe manner in which the 
harbor has been choked up by dumping, and 
says that the State ihe ie JE has failed to 
protect the channels against these encroach- 
ments. The bill brings the whole subject with- 
in the domain of the Police regulations of the 
general Government, where, in the commit- 
tee’s opinion, it properly belongs.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, April 10, 1882.

The President to-day signed the commission 
ef Henry M. Telier as Secretary of the Inte- 


rior, and he will enter upon his new duties be- 
fore the close of the present week. 


Mr. Vest, from the Committees on Territo- 
ries, presented in the Senate to-day a report 


containing bis individual views in oppesition 
to the admission of Dakota as a State. 

Mr. Bayard reported a bill in the Senate to- 
day amending the Anti-Polygamy law by fix- 
ing the salaries of the Election Commissioners 
at $5,000 in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the President, and it was passed. 

Mr, Cox tried to induce the House to-dav to 
pass a bill repealing the statute which requires 
the so-called iron-clad oath to be taken, so far 
as it affects Senators and Representatives in 
Congress. Mr. Camp objected, but allowed 
the bill to be referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, with the understanding that it could 
be reperted at any time, 

Mr. Voorhees, from the Library Committee, 
reported to the Senate to-day a substitute for 
the bill authorizing the construction of a new 
library building. It reduces the appropria- 
tion for beginaing the work from $1,500,000 to 
$1,000,000, and provides that if the parcels or 
squares on only one side of East Capitol-street, 
instead of those on both sides to the south and 
north of that street shall be purchased or con- 
demned, then only half of the $1,100,000 ap- 
propriated fora site shall be expended. The 
determination of this question is to be confided 
to the President. 


On motion of Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, 
the Senate to-day passed the bill to repeal, ex- 


cept as stated, all laws providing for perma- 
nent or indefinite appropriations. The excep- 
tions are the laws for the payment of princi- 
pal and interest on the public debt of the Dis- 
triet of Columbia and Pacific Railroad guaran- 
teed bonds, for support of the Marine Hos- 
pital Service, Smithsonian Institution, and 
Soldiers’ Home; for payment of interest on 
the Indian trust and Navy pension fund, for 
ayment to importers excess of deposits, and 
or payment of debentures or drawbacks, 
bounties, &c., under the Customs revenue laws. 

The Secretary of the Treasury will not call 
any continued 5 per cent. bonds before the 
continued 6 per cents have been called. The 
last call for 6s may contain a call fer some of 
the 5s. When Secretary Folger made his first 
call there were sateteniitine of the issue of 1861 
$127,597,200 and of the issue of 1863 $50,457,950, 
making in all $178,055,150. Of this amount 
about $12,000,000 of the 6s of 1861 and about 
$48,000,000 of the 6s of 1863 are still to be called. 
Future calls will be based upon figures re- 
ceived from different bureaus of the Treasury 
Department. It is anticipated that the surplus 
revenues from month to month will warrant 
the calling of $15,000,000 each month hereafter, 

Secretary Hunt has received a dispatch from 
Engineer Melville, dated Iakutsk, Jan. 27, as 
follows: ‘‘Ihave the honor to inform you 
that I have this day completed all necessary 
arrangements for supplies and outfits for six 
months and leave this place for Belun to-day, 
thence to the Lena delta to continue the 
search for missing comrades. The provision 
train is four days in advance of me, and, un- 
less some unforeseen circumstance arises, I will 
be at the Lena delta before the Ist of March. 
No mails pass between Belun and Iakutsk 
between March and October, therefore no 
anxiety need be felt for the safety of myself 
and party for that time, I will keep you in- 
formed of my movementsas often as possible,” 


Mr. Skinner, of New-York, introduced a 
bill in the House to-day to establish an educa- 


tional fund. It provides that for 10 years 
after the passage of the act there shail be an- 
nually appropriated the following sums: First 
year, $10,000,000; second year, $9,000,000, the 
amount thereafter to be annually diminished 
$1,000,000 until the tenth year, after which 
time the appropriations shall cease. It pre- 
scribes that the money shall be extended to 
aid in the support of public schools in the 
States and Territories, for the more complete 
endowment and support of national colleges, 
and for the advancement of scientific and in- 
dustrial education. The bill further provides 
that the money shall be annually divided 
among the States and Territories. 

According to a statement prepared by Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General Hazen the num- 
ber of postage stamps, cards, and stamped en- 
velopes issued during the nine months ending 
Marek 31 agenigee 1,299,982,627, valued at 
$30,697,114 07, This is an increase over the 
corresponding period of the previous year of 
165,825,278 pieces or 14.6 per cent., and in 
value of $4,666,915 72, or 18 per cent. The re- 
ceipts from the sale of stamps for the last 
quarter aggregated $11,075,101 59. This is an 
increase over the previous quarter of $969,- 
234 06, and over the corresponding quarter of 
1881 of $1,693,948 65, or more than 18 per cent. 
The requisitions received for stamps to-day 
aggregated in value $694,106 33, which is the 
largest sum yet received in one day.

* Wasaineton, April 10.—There was a full 

attendance of counsel at the opening of the 

Criminal Court this morning to hear the deci- 

sion of Judge Wylie upon the motions to quash 

the indictments in the star route cases., Col. 

Bliss being the only notable absentee. Gen. 

Brady and Messrs. Turner, Miner, Rerdell, Ca- 

bell, and Boone, the defendants, were present, 

The court was called to order at about 10:10 

o’clock, and Judge Wylie proceeded to deliver 

his decision. He said that the motions in the 
cases of Dorsey and Brady were similar, the 
principal point raised being that the defend- 
ants had not been -bound over by a Commls- 
sioner to await the action of the Grand Jury, 
and that the jury bad found the indictments 
without the cases having been properly 


_brought before them by order of the court. 


The Judge then read the Maryland law of 


1722, upon which these points are based, and 
reviewed the history of the adoption of the 
legal code of the District, and defined the force 
of the Maryland statutes, which are claimed 
to constitute a part of the District Code. The 
decision he finally arrived at, after an ex- 
haustive consideration of all the acts—subse- 
quent to that organizing the District courts 
and that act itself—was that the law of 
1722 had disappeared from the District 
Code with’ all Maryland laws of the 
same class many years ago. The Judge then 
took up the other points of the motions to 
quash, the question of the jurisdiction of the 
court, and the point that the conspiracy 
charged in the indictment had not been suffi- 
ciently defined receiving consideration in 
order. After reading the statutes bearing 
on the jurisdiction of this court, he decided 
that the court certainly bad jurisdiction. As 
to the claim that the conspiracy had not been 
established by the indictment, he said that it 
was only necessary to consider whether or not 
the defendants had by their joint action en- 
deavored to obtain or did obtain money or its 
equivalent trom the Government by illegal 
methods, After reading the statutes the Judge 
gave his definition of the meaning of a con- 
spiracy, and reviewed carefully the portions 
of the indictment containing these allegations, 
and said that in his opinion the evidence pre- 
sented therein was strong enough to warrant 
the prosecution of these defendants, and he 
therefore decided that the indictments were 
good and sufficient in all particulars. 

He then took up what are known as the 
straw bond cases, which were sent to this 
court from the Police Court, and in which 
motions to quash had also been made, the prin- 
cipal points made being that there was not 
sufficient evidence togjustify the charge of a 
conspiracy, and that ail of the proceedings of 
the defendants were strictly legal, even if the 
facts charged in the indictments were estab- 
lished. The statute prohibiting the preseutation 
of false bonds or forged petitions or letters 
intended to defraud the United States, Judge 
Wylie said, would cover these cases, and in 
the indictments there were several charges of 
such overt acts on the part of the defendants, 
and therefore the indictments were sufficient 
in these cases also. In conclusion, Judge 
Wylie said that he had not given several 
minor points the same consideration in the de- 
cision as the above because he thought they 
were already disposed of by acts of Congress 


‘which applied thereto. 


District Attorney Corkhill asked if the same 
decision would not dispose of the motion to 


‘quash in the Soteldo murder case, to which in- 


quiry Judge Wylie responded in the affirma- 
tive. 

Some discussion followed the reading of the 
decision among the presecuting officers and 
counsel for the defense as to the time to be set 
for the trial of the star route cases, The pros- 
ecution asked to have the indictments read 
and the defendants appear and plead thereto. 

Mr. Totten, of counsel for the defense, said 
they would be ready in an hour or two to 
plead, but they did not wish to listen to the 
reading of the indictments. Referring to Mr. 
8. W. Dorsey, who is not in the city, he sup- 
posed that his recognizance could be declared 
forfeited, and he could afterward appear and 
pay the costs, but he hoped he would be treat- 
ed with consideration. 

Inanswer to Mr. Chandler, of counsel for 
the defense, Judge Wylie said he did not be- 
lieve it necessary to have the indictments read 
if both sides agreed. After some discussion 
among counsel, Mr. Merrick submitted a propo- 
sition to set the first week in May for the trial 
of these cases, and asked the opinion of the 
defense on the proposition. Col. Ingersoll 
rather brusquely said: ‘I will let the court fix 
the date; I want no favors from that side.”’ 

Mr. Merrick—Then I shall ask to have the 
recegnizances forfeited. 

Col. Ingersoll—Go ahead and suit yourself. 

The Court—They have the right to make the 
motion. 

Mr. Merrick—And I make it, 

The recognizance of Stephen W. Dorsey was 
then declared forfeited by the court. A long 
wrangle again ensued among counsel, which 
the court finally ended by stating that the in- 
dictments must be read at3o’clock to-day, and 
such of the defendants as could be got together 
must plead. Col. Totten at this point formally 
noted an objection to the decision of the court 
on the motions to quash. Upon the request of 
Mr. Merrick a bench warrant was ordered to 
issue for the arrest of Stephen W. Dorsey, The 
remainder of the defendants were then called 
upon to enter an appearance, which was re- 
sponded to in most cases, , 

At the afternoon session the Clerk began 
reading the indictment against Gen. Brady, 
William H. Turner, M. C. Rerdell, and John 
R. Miner. Atthe conclusion of the reading 
they wert called on to plead, when Col. Totten, 
counsel for the defendants. stated that in the 
ease of Brady and Turner he had certain 
pleas of abatement to file. These pleas were 
to the effect that pending the time the Grand 
Jury were finding the indictment certain per- 
sons other than the District Attorney and his 
assistants had free access to the Grand Jury 
room and made speeches before the jury, and 
also laid before them pamphlets and other ex 
parte evidence. Col. Totten asserted that this 
was exercising undue influence upon the Grand 
Jury, and said that he put in this plea instead 
of pleading to the indictment. 

Mr. Merrick, of counsel for the Government, 
contended that the defendants were there sim- 
ply to plead guilty or not guilty, and that they 
could not enter into aay other question at this 
time. 

Col. Totten said that this was the only time 
counsel for the defense could possibly make 
this plea, and cited several authorities in sup- 
port of his position. 

Counsel for the Government again contend- 
ed that the counsel on the opposite side could 
not go into the action of the Grand Jury, it 
being a secret tribunal, and that while being 
called on to plead to an indictment they could 
not arraign the Grand Jury. 

Col. Totten argued that the actions of a 
Grand Jury were not altogether secret, and 
that if it misbehaved it could be held to ac- 
count as if it were a petit jury. 

After some further discussion the court, at 6 
P. M., remarked that as the defendants were 
under arraignment he could not adjourn the 
court, but, taking into consideration the late- 
ness of the hour, he would direct a recess until 
to-morrow at 10 A. M., when it is expected he 
will rule upon the question at issue. 

PHILADELPHIA, ril 10.—Mr, W. W. Ker, 
of this city, who drew up the indictments 
against the star route defendants, said to- 
night: ‘If Dorsey does not surrender himself 
we will spare no effort to find him. If he has 
left the country I cannot, without full consid- 
eration, say whether we could compel his re- 
turn. Extradition treaties differ, and there is 
no legal precedent for the escape of one 
charged with crimes like Dorsey’s into a for- 
aes country. We have relied upon Col. Inger- 
soll’s honor, and he has prom to produce 
his clients in court.”

SOUTH CAROLINA ELECTION CASES, 
—_——-eo—— 
A JURY OBTAINED—A DECISION WHICH WILL 
PREVENT PACKED JURIES. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., April 10,—This was a 
disastrous day for the defense in the election trials. 
At the reassembling of the United States Circuit 
Court this morning District Attorney Melton ob- 
tained leave for the United States Marshal to fill 
up the Grand Jury from the bystanders, under the 
previous ruling of the court. He next, without 
objection from the defense, filed amendments to 
the original counts in the case against the man- 
agers of the election at Acton Precinct, without 
the conspiracy clause contained in the counts pre- 
sented on Saturday, and within the scope of the 
original information. Major Barker objected to 
having the petit juries filled up from the bystand- 
ers, but Judge Bond overruled the objection. Ar- 
gument then arose upon the power claimed 
by tne District Attorney to compel jurors 
to stand aside without showing cause during the 
impaneling of the petit juries until the panel is 


exhausted. Attorney-General Youmans and Col. 
Haskell insisted he had no such power and cited 
Chief-Justice Waite’s decision in the Ellenton cases 
as authority. District Attorney Melton and Mr. 
Saunders made very able arguments in support of 
this right, and quoted numerous decisions in their 
favor, including one from the South Carolina Su- 
preme Court, filed recently. Judge Bond sug- 
vested tothe counsel for the defense to allow 
the juries to be impaneled, and said that, 
upon motion to arrest judgment, should 
auy of the defendants be convicted, the 
court would render a decision upon this 
oint. Attorney-General Youmans and_ Col. 
Jaskell stated that every decision in the United 
States court was in their favor; that even Judge 
Bond did not dissent from Chief-Justice Waite’s 
decision in the Ellenton cases when delivered in 
his presence, and urged an immediate decision. 
Judge Bond replied that he decided in the Kuklux 
trials that the District Attorney had the power 
now claimed, and asserted his belief that the 
Chief-Justice would have decided differently in 
1876 could he have heard the District Attorney’s 
argument Gelivered to-day. He did not, he said, 
dissent from the Chief-Justice’s decision because 
it would have been useless,and he and Judge 
Bryan did not wish to decide this point now, in 
deference to the Chief-Justice, whom they did not 
wisn to overrule, but if the counsel! tor the defense 
must have a decision they would reaffirm his 
(Judge Bond’s) former opinion. Col. Haskell 
begged the court to withhold its decision under 
such circumstances, 

After numerous peremptory challenges by the de- 
fense and orders to stand aside by the prosecution, 
a jury composed of eight white and four colored 
men was sworn to try the case against the man- 
agers of the election of Acton Precinct, Richland 
County, after which the court adjourned until to- 
morrow. Judge Bond's decision may not secure 
juries entirely satisfactory, but it will prevent the 
defense from packing juries to suit themselves. 
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THE CHICAGO SPECULATORS. 
REE SAE 
THE CAUSES WHICH LED TO CHANGES IN 
WHEAT AND CORN YESTERDAY. 

CaicaGo, April 10.—There was a great deal 
of talk to-day about the condition of the wheat in 
the elevators. The inspectors professed to know 
nothing wrong, either officially or unoffelally. 
There were no Liverpool or London advices, and 
the weather was raw and threatened 2 snow- 
storm; but the Winter wheat markets in other 
cities of the United States were reported lower, 
and there were whispers here to the effect 
that some persons who were: carrying wheat 


here wanted to get rid of it. The sur- 
mise was at once started that they were 
afraid of the ‘‘condition’? of the wheat 
in store, but there was enough in the well-under- 
stood condition that no shipper wants to take it at 
the prices hitherto asked by holders. There was 
no great amount of May wheat offered, but so few 
wanted it that the price fell off to about the June 
quotations. Then entered the fear that the longs 
were simply playing fast and loose with the crowd, 
and the premium on May over June widened again 
to about 144 cents. There was no mistake about the 
weakness in April wheat. From $1 86 asked on 
Saturday it feli away to-day, under offers to. sel 
two or three lots which had been held jn hope of 
rofiting through a squeeze to be worked by others. 
t sold, at $1 36, then at $1 83%, then $1 43, and 
probably sold at $1 32, but was soon offered at tnat 
without takers, and was said to have been offered 
once at $1 29, provided it would make a settlement. 
In the corn market the raw weather favored 
higher prices, but there were a great many stop 
orders to sell at 7444 cents for May, and the mar- 
ket fell back after touching that figure, though 
there wasa vontinued fair demand for futures. 
Shippers took hold freely, but some dealers said 
that their limits had been reduced, and they could 
not operate at the quotations. Taking in the move- 
ment reported yesterday the figures indicate 
that we have now in store about 8,150,000 
bushels of all grades, which is a small 
quantity, but persons in the trade had advices that 
there would be a free movementin May. shouid the 
weather permit. The news from the country is to 
the effect that the music of the corn-shellers 
will be heard in many places in the land as soon as 
the wet clears off enough to enable them to oper- 
ate, and, with fine weather, deliveries will be rather 
free during May. 
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THE CRAMER MURDER CASE. 
New-Haven, April 10.—Prof. Chittenden, 
who made the analysis of the remains of Jennie E. 
Cramer, furnished his report to the State authori- 
ties and they have refused to make public the re- 
sult, but enough was ascertained to-day to war- 
rant the positive statement that more than three 


grains of arsenic were found. Inthe analysis for 
the preliminary hearing only a small part of the 
body was examined and the total amount 
of arsenic in the system was estimated. 
Since then the analysis has been extend- 
ed so that the report is no_ longer 
inferential. According to the Professor's first find- 
ing, the amount of arsenic was between one and 
two grains-—not sufficient to prove certainly that 
arsenic was the cause of death. It was at least a 
debatable matter. The more complete analysis 
was therefore made, and one of the purposes was 
to determine whether arsenic could be found in 
the bony structure. Had it been in large amount, 
the defense would say that Miss Cramer had been 
an arsenic eater, as the stomach and intestines 
did not exhibit the usual appearances 
of acute infiammation from metallic poi- 
son, It is understood that the analysis 
of bene did not reveal such an amount of the 
poison as to furnish the defense a ground for such 
aclaim. Itis reported from a most trustworthy 
source that important evidence has recently been 
discovered regarding the purchase of arsenic by 
one of the implicated persons, which greatly 
strengthens the case against the Malleys. The 
trial will begin about the middle offnext week. ; 
nn 
AN OLD SOLDIER'S DEATH. 
New-Or.eans, April 10,—To-day was 
buried from the Hotel Dieu, in this city, Capt. 
James A. Sylvester, 70 years old. He was interred 
by the Odd-fellows in their *‘ Rest,’? on Metaire 
Ridge. The deceased man was a printer for many 
years, but had recently worked in the office of 
the Mississippi Valley Transportation Company as 
dischargivg clerk. He had an interesting history, 
haviag beena soldier of the Mexican war and in 
several Indian campaigns, and is mentioned as one 
of the four soldiers of Col. Burleson’s regiment 
who captured Santa Anna the day after the battle 
of San Jacinto, in April, 1836. He died poor, but 
was held in the highest esteemin this community.

For the past 15 years they have been 
cared for by the people of Richmond and its vicin- 
ity.

PETERSBURG, Va., April 10.—Intelligence 
has just been received here of the arrest of the 
murderers of Mrs. R. O. Gray and Travis Jones, of 
Surrey County, who were poisoned last’ week by 
drinking coffee in which strychnine had been 
placed. The persons accused are a girl, 14 years 
of age, named Mary Booth, and a colored woman 
named Martha Jones. Both were committed to 
jail to await trial at the next term of the County 
Court. The girl avows her innocence and claims 
she saw Martha Jones put the poison in the coffee 
while carrying itfrom the kitchen to the family 
table. The stomachs of the victims were sent to 
Richmond this morning for analysis. Mrs. Gray 
was formerly a resident of Chicago, and, in com- 
pany with her husband cameto Virginiaa short 
time ago. 

San Francisco, April 10.—A dispatch from 
Lewiston, Idano, says: “‘ A triple murder, followed 
by robbery and arson, occurred at Camas Creek, 
Idaho, on or about April2. Three Chinamen were 
engaged in mining at a remote = on the creek, 
and were known to have in their possession about 
$700 in gold dust. On April 5 their cabin was found 
burned, and the charred remains of two of the 
Chinamen were discovered. On the claim was 
found the body of the third, shot through the head 
and the throat cut from ear to ear. A young white 
man-in the neighborhood, named Gamaway, ex- 


hibited a large amount of gold dust, evidently such 


as had been taken from the claim, and he was 
wearing a pair of boots which had belonged to one 
of the murdered men. He has since been arrested.” 

NEewsurG, N. Y., April 10.—The two com- 
pestons of Daley, the carpenter who was drowned 
1ere yesterday, were discharged from custody to- 
day on stating the circumstances of the accident 
to the Recorder.

Chivers, a negro wife-murderer, sentenced to be 
hanged at the November Term of the Yazoo Coun- 
ty Court, after being twice respited had his sen- 
tence commuted to-day by Gov. Lowery to impris- 
onment for life. 


Boston, April 10.—In the Supreme Judicial 
Coart this morning, John Daly, indicted for the 
murder of his wife at No. 384 Wasaveratiien last 
September, pleaded guiltv of manslaughter and 
was sentenced to State prison for 20 years.

THE MISSISSIPPI’ OVERFLOW. 
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THE INUNDATION | ABOUT} NEW-ORLEANS— 


THE FALL IN THE RIVER ABOVE. 

New-OrLEans, April 10.—On Sunday ‘ the 
banks of Bayou du Large, in.Terrebonne, zave 
way, inundating about a dozen plantations which 
usually produce about 2,000 hogsheads of sugar. 
Some additional damage is reported on Bayou 
Terrebonne, but the general belief is that the worst 
has passed between that point and tne “Teche.” The 


people of Franklin, in Saint Mary, have’ saved 
themselves from great loss by throwing a protec- 
tion levee for a mile across one end and rear of the 
town. The work was done on Friday, and has 
roved a success, All the people in town, includ- 
ng lawyers and preachers, worked onthe bank 
with their spades and wheelbarrows. This prom- 
ises to protect the town of Franklin, although the 
neighboring towns are under water and the 
Diantations that intervene. The State Engineers 
have determined to resort to extraordinary 
measures to close the crevasse at Live Oak Grove, 
below New-Orleans, in Plaquemine. The back- 
water imperils the Parish of Jeffersen, on the right 
bank, and the rear of Algiers, opposite this city. 
The Relief Commissioners have supplied ali the 
destitute in North Louisiana, and are now turning 
their attention to the Western parishes, which are’ 
really in a worse condition than any others in the, 
State have been. 


Mempuis, Tenn., April 10.—For the 24 hours 
ending at noon to-day the river here declined 10 
inches. Old steam-boat men say that by Saturday 
the river will be within its banks all the way be- 
tween Cairo, Ill., and Greenville, Miss. ‘ 


Yazoo City, Miss., April 10.—The total fall 
of the river is five feet. The decline is not as rapid 
as heretofore, being about two inches per day. 
Laborers and mules are being rapidly transported 
to the plantations in this valley, and planting will 
go on without further interruption. 


A.SUCCESSFUL STRIKE.

CABPENTERS DEMAND AND; RECEIVE -AN AD-: 
VANCE IN’ WAGES. ; 


‘ The carpenters were : generally «successful 
yesterday in obtaizing their demands for increased 
wages. At their mass-meeting on Saturday even- i 
ing they resolved on demanding $3 50 per day and, 
a reduction of a day’s work on Saturday to eight 
hours. Most ofthe shops had already been can- 


vassed by —_ committees appointed for that 
purpose and these committees had returned faver- 
ablereports. Among the largest employers who 
seemed unwilling to pay the advance were Morton 
& Chesley, who have contracts for carpenters’ 
work in the Kelly, yinigee > and Mills Buildings, 
and it was resolved to strike to-day ifthe bosses 
should not accede to the workmen’s demands. The 
Executive Committee of the Carpenters’ Union 
was instructed to direct the strike. 

Yesterday morning the committee stationed 
pickets outside the shops and buildings where 
strikes were expected. Atthe Kelly Building the 
men demanded an advance, but were refused, and 
they took be their tools and walked out. By 11 
o'clock — any one remained in the plaee. At 
the Milis and Guernsey Buildings the union men 
who were refused an advance also went out, and 
delegates from the union, after reason- 
some time with non-union men 
who had remained behind, induced them to 
withdraw and join the strikers. Messrs. Morton & 
Chesley declared that they wouid not take back 
their old men, but it was aes that they haa 
engaged strikers from other shops at the advanced 
rates, $350 per day, and had promised to. work 
them only eight hours on Saturdays. The other 
strikers expressed themselves as satisfied, because, 
they said, they would get the work which the men 
newly employed by Morton & Chesley had aban- 
dened. During the day 49 bosses were reported as 
having granted the strikers’ demands. Among 
them were Smith & Crane, Smith & Jermond, 
O'Mara, Clark, Harver & Trivel, and J. M. Kelly. 
The Executive Committee will meet this evening 
at Central Hall and appoint sub-committees to at- 
tend to the small shops where there are strikes.

.The members could now take the responsibility of 
adopting or defeating it. Mr. Van Allen raised the 
point that Mr. Brooks had not always been record- 
‘ed in favor of methods for purifying elections. Had 
he been he would not have been recorded against 
the Troy bill of last year, which contained such ex- 
cellent provisions that the people ef that citv were 
enabled to have fair elections. That bill, however, 
was a Republican measure, and Mr. Brooks was 
found, with his party, arrayed against it, 
Mr, Noyes, of Cayuga, moved to substitute for

.A.PHRSONAL HXPLANATION BY MR. 
KELLEY. 

HE DENIES THAT HE INTENDS TO DEFY THE 
ACTION OF THE CAUCUS ON THE TAX 
QUESTION—HIS VIEWS AND PRESENT 
COURSE EXPLAINED. 

Wasuineron, April 10.—Mr. Kelley, of 
Pennsylvania, rising to a question of privilege in 
the House to-day, sent to the Clerk’s desk and had 
read an article from the Philadelphia Times of Sat- 
urday last, which quotes Mr. Kelley as saying that 
he proposed to interject his national Revenue bill 
into the tariff debate after it nada continued for 
several weeks, and that he thought it would pass 
atonce. It further states that Mr. Kelley, in face 
of the caueus action of his party, proposed to 
amend the bill so as to include a reduction of tax 
on whisky, tobaeco, ana beer. Mr. Kelley then 
stated that so long as there was a hope 
that the Tax bill could be passed before 
the special licenses could be paid for, he 
had proposed, with the assent of his col- 
leagues, to have the Tax bill taken up before the 
termination of the discussion onthe Tariff Com- 
mission bill. So far, with this qualifieation, the 
statement was true. When the 600,000 receipts for 
special taxes had begun to be issued in the. first 
part of April he had ‘waived that idea, and’ the 

rovision touching these special tax licenses had 

een modified to take effect a year hence ‘instead 
of the Ist of the coming May. He desired to say 
with emphasis that from the time he had acqui- 
exsced in the conclusions of the Republican cau- 
cus he has not for an instant contemplated 
ie an amendment to the committee’s 

ill in the way of reducing {taxes on spirits, 
tobacco, or malt liquors. He asked it to be no- 
ticed that he used the word ‘‘acquiesced.” The 
bill of the Sub-committee of the Committee on 
Ways and Means which it was about to report had 
commanded his approval. It was in harmony with 
his opinions expressed on the floor during 14 years. 
He believed the decision of the committee to have 
been more judicious and wholesome than that 
arrived at by the caucus, hut he was here as a Re- 
publican. He held bis position of Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means as 4 representa- 
tive man of the prevalent sentiment of the Repub- 
lean Party, and when he found that that party be- 


lieved that at least for this time his views were not 
judicious he did 


not ehange them, but ac- 
quiesced in the conclusion of an almost 
unanimous majority. This might bring reproach 
upon him for inconsistency, for want of courage, 
for failure to enforce his convictions, He hada 
magnificent example of the true course for a man 
in his position to pursue in the old commoner of 
Penusylyania—Thaddeus Stevens. He (Mr. Kel- 
ley) did not propose te resign the position of Chair- 
man of the Comm!ttee on Ways and Means and 
become the leader of an opposition to his own 
party. [Applause on Republican side. } 

Mr. Randall suggested that Mr. Keliey’s real con- 
troversy was with his own party caucus, and not 
with the newspaper correspondent, 

Mr. Kelley replied that he had no controversy 
with any one. He wished to correct a misstate- 
ment into which popular rumor had led the repre- 
sentative of the paper. 

Mr. Randal!l—-The ciifeulty is that the party eau- 
cus came in and directed what should be done in 
this body touching the reduction of internal reve- 
nue, and if common rumor is true, it made the 
Ways and Means Committee about face on this 
subject.

THE CONTEMPTIBLE REVENGE OF A MAN IN 
OCEANIC, N. J. 


Oceanic, N. J., April 10.—On Saturday last 
this village was excited by the announcement that 
John Enright, of the firm of Enright Brothers, had 
publicly horsewhipped Harry Patterson.

Enright told him that he 
would give him untill Saturday afternoon at 2 
o’clock to make a public apology, and thatit he 
did not do so by that time he would punish bin. 
At 2 o'clock on Saturday Enright called on Patter- 
son. He found him in front of his store, and 
asked him what he had done or intended to do in 
the matter. He said he had done nothing 
and intended to do nothing. Enright then 
seized a porsewhip which was in a wagon 
near by and began lashing Patterson. . Tne latter 
ran into his store, but was there jeered and 
cheered on until he went out and attacked En- 
right. The men clinched, and Enright threw his 
adversary, and while on the ground choked and 
pounded him until he was pulled off by the by- 
standers, who prevented further injury from being 
done. Immediately after the fight Patterson went 
beforea Justice of the Peace and demanded a war- 
rant for Enright’s arrest on a charge of assault 
and battery. The Justice, after hearing his state- 
ment, refused to issue a warrant, and Patterson 
then went to a lawyer and began a suit for $2,000 
damages. The case will be tried atthe next term 
of the Monmouth courts. 

The lady who has been slandered Is the daughter 
of an old schoolteacher who died about a year 
ago. She is a very pretty and intelligent young 
lady, and the report has excited the utmost indig- 
nation among the villagers, for the young lady was 
universally respected, and there haye been made 
threats of tarring and teathering Patterson for his 
outrageous conduct.

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IMPURE WATER. 

In an article on drinking-water the British 
Medical Journal says: “ America is suffering in a 
very marked degree from the pollution of drinking- 
water. The water of Newark, Jersey City, and 


Hoboken has become suddenly noticeable for the 
h ighly marked flavor of carbolic acid, indicating 
that the pollution of that:particular water supply 
was of an especially chemical nature. Boston is 
suffering from what is described as a striking pecu- 
liarity of its water. It contains albuminold am- 
monia in considerable quantities, which is due in 
part to the pollution of a few manufacturing 
towns, and in part toa growth of alge. Another 
souree of pollution of the Boston water is Pegan 
Brook, which flows through a town of 10,000 in- 
habitants, almost entirely devoted to the dressing 
of leather and the manufacture of shoes. Phila- 
ee and New-York, also, it appears, receive 
their water frem polluted sources. The feeders 


which empty themselves into Croton Lake, the’ 


nrincipal reservoir of the New-York water, pass 
through a settled country, with numerous tan- 
nerles, factories, &c., along their banks. Under 
these circumstances it is not surprising that apol- 
linarix water is stated to have become so general a 
favorite in the United States that its consumption

.4 HONG KONG FIRM'S VICTIMS IN 
AMERIOA AND EUROPE. 
.CANTON MATTING REPLACING HEMP—INFE- 

RIOR SILK INSTEAD OF THE BEST 


QUALITY—THE LOSSES ESTIMATED BY 
80ME AT $4,000,000. 

Shipping merchants of this City have. re- 
cently heard very unpleasant stories concerning 
the solveney of Vogel Brothers, of Hong Kong, 
prominent commission dealers with America, and: 
a day or two ago there were discovered, on a lately 
arrived vessel, evidences of a fraudulent cargo, 
which seemed to prove that the dealings of the 
firm were designedly dishonest, and that they had, 
lately engaged in an extensive swindle upon their 
American patrons. The steamer Richard Robinson, 
owned by Snow & Burgess, and engaged in traffic 
with Vogel Brothers, left Hong Kong on Dec. 12, 
with a supposed large cargo of hemp, consigned 
to New-York and Boston merchants, After the 
vessel sailed Snow & Burgess received a eircular 
stating that the firm had dissolved partnership, 
and that the business was being conducted by one 
of the brothers alone. Previously rumors of swin- 
dling on the part of the firm had been current, and 
were verified by a number of singular transactions, 
allof which are not yet revealed by those who 
have suffered therefrom. One of the swindles was 
in reference to freight payments. Customers had 
been given notice in some instances that their or- 
ders would come free of freight charges, as the latter 
had been paidin Hong Kong. When the goods 
arrived, however, it was discovered that the repre- 
sentations were false and the freight charges were 
still unpaid. The American dealers had to meet 
them out of their own pockets, and the circular of 
the dissolution received soon afterward did not 
tend to allay the suspieions created by the swin- 
dling proceedings. Doubts asto the integrity of 
the firm were further confirmed when the steamer 
Richmond reached this port a few days ago. 
This steamer was chartered to C. Vogel, of 
this City, one of the brothers and the Ameri- 
can representative of the.firm. It should 
bave contained in its cargo 7,500 bales of» hemp. 
When the cargo was examined, however, it was 
found that part of the purported bales was simply 
worthless matting. It appears further, that after 
shipping this fraudulent cargo, the Hong Kong 
merchants who had previously obtained letters of 
credit from American banking houses in China, 
secured drafts for the value of the supposed cargo 
of hemp, and then, itis alleged, fled. The discov- 
ery of the fraud in the eargo was made on Friday 
night by the Captain who, it is claimed by Snow &, 
Burgess, was deceived by the bills of lading, which 
appeared all right and were certified without sus- 
picion. Among the New-York merchants interest- 
ed in the cargo were Recknagel & Co., of No. 45 
Beaver-street, who were at once given notice of 
the discovery, and now propose to take aggressive 
action. The representative of the firm said yester- 
day that it was hard to estimate what the exact 
loss of the firm would be. Their order in this par- 
ticular case was for about 2,000 bales of hemp, 
which is valued at about $20 a bale. 

Mr. Snow, of Snow & Burgess, expressed him- 
self as being unable to report the exact extent 
of the fraud, as the investigation, he said, was not 
yet completed. He could not reply definitely as to 
whether at least 5,000 bales of the entire cargo of 
7,500 bales were fraudulent. More would be, 
known of the case ina day or two than at present. 
He said that the Hong Kong firm had been in diffi- 
culties forseveral months. Rumors of an unfavor- 
able character first reached America in December, 
and were followed up by acts which were of a 
character that indicated just as much of deliberate 
robbery of customers asthe present swindle. He 
presumed that the members of the firm, finding 
themselves in extreme financial embarrassment, 
had resorted to this trickery to save themselves 
from ruin. It was reported that both had fled from 
Hong Kong. and that one of the firm, Emil 
Vogel, was in Naples and the other in Peru. 
Mr. Snow then showed the notices of dissolution 
of partnership whieh he had received. Originally’ 
the firm name was Vogel & Hargand, and as 
such had done an extensive business for 10 years. 
Two years ago, however, the latter partner went 
out, and the brothers Emil and Carl Eduard Vogel 
established themselves in the trade. In January 
they dissolved partnership, and the circular notice 
of dissolution bears date Hong Kone, Jan. 11. On 
the 16th of the same month Cari Eduard Vogel 
issued another notice to the American . cus- 
tomers of the firm, informing them < that 
he would carry on the business him- 
self. The firm had done a general business, 
filling any orders that might cometo them for 
silk, hemp, or any other goods imported from 
China. In reterence to Mr. C. Vogel, the New- 
York representative of the firm, he expressed the 
belief that the agent did not know of the dishon- 
esty. Mr. C. Vogel was seen in the City yesterday, 
but it was stated at his office that he had left the 
place sick in the morning. ‘ 

E. D. Bacon, of Pearl-street; Ira. Bursley, of No. 
68 South-street, and Recknage!l & Co., of No. 45 
Beaver-street, are among those affected by the 
doings of the alleged fugitive merchants. They are 
to take actionin the matter ina few days, and it 
is reported as probable that a lawsuit will result 
from the swindling operations. Mr. Recknagel’s 
representative said that the firm did a very exten- 
sive business with American houses, and it was 
reported that Boston merehants had suffered 
much loss by reason of similar swindles, but par- 
ticularly in the shipment of silk of an inferior 
quality than that contracted to be furnished. One 
report fixed the losses of the Boston merchants as 
high as $500,000. What the loss of the merchants 
of this City doing business with the firm is is not 
fully known as yet, the present shipment being 
only an instance of the fraudulent work. 


Boston, April’ 10.—The Journal’ says an 
outline of the operations of an extensive swindle 
in the China trade reached Boston this morning, 
and the indications are that a gigantic fraud is 
about to be exposed. The house of Vogel & Co., 
of Hong Kong, has done a large business in hemp, 
silk, and other goods between China and America 
and Europe. Very recently English and French 
consignees of the firm received several cargoes of 
cheap fourth-rate silks in place of first-class goods 
which had been ordered and paid for. Hardly had. 
investigation begun when the arrival of the shi 
Richard Robiason in New-York, on Saturday, with. 
a cargo from the same house, exposed an extensive 
fraud of the same nature. Several New-York 
and Boston firms received consiguments of hemp, ' 
as they supposed, by the vessel. They had sent 
letters of credit, and purchased through banking’ 
houses, as is customary In the China trade, a large’ 
quantity of hemp worth nearly $50 per bale. On’ 
opening the cargo on Saturday it was found to con- 

-sist principally of Canton matting worth less than 
$5 per bale. Meantime steps to apprehend the 
head of the house at Hong Kong by means of cable: 
orders to arrest him resuited in the receipt of a 
dispatch saying that he had sailed on the last 
steamer, probably 'for France. Detectives in the 
latter country endeavored to find him at the 
time he was expected to arrive, but» he 
has been traced, it is believed, to It- 
aly. His capture is well-nigh despaired of, 
although pursuit is being made as rapidiy as pos:si- 
ble. The silk shipped to Europe by Vogel & Co. is 
not worth much more than $10 per bale. It was 
paid for at the rate of nearly $300. The losses to 
the consignees of the concern thus far are reported 
to amount to about $500,000. One Boston firm re- 
ceived $7,500 worth of the so-called hemp by the 
Richard Robinson, and it was worth.abont one- 
sixth the amount paid. A thorough investigation 
of affairs is being made, and a more definite state- 
ment will soon be ready. The New-York agency 
of the house is in Pine-street, in that city. ‘ 

One house here estimates the loss to Boston mer- 
chants by the false a of hemp by Vogel & 
Co. at $20,000 to $25,000. Another house claims 
that the merchandise received will have to be thor-, 
oughly examined before the loss can be correctly 
estimated. It is understood that 2,500 bales were 
on Boston account., The defrauded firm in this 
city is that of Cyrus Wakefield & Co., dealers in 
East India goods, at No. 115 Washington-street.: 
This firm had a consignment of 2.500 bales of hemp 
by the Richard Robinson, but owing to lack of 
knowledge as to what proportion of their consign- 
ment is hemp and what matting they are unable as 
yet to give a statement of their losses. 

The /ournal to-morrow morning will say: ‘* The 
firm of Vogel Brothers had succeeded in making 
for itself quite a reputation in general trade be- 
tween China and America and Europe, often cut- 
ting under the market, but preserving strict integ- 
rity in their dealings until within a few months. 
The first instance of sharp practice brought 
against them is an expedient they adopted 
last year. On one or two occasions they. 
bought, in lump, a vessel and cargo, and imme- 
diately offered to sell in New-York staple goods 
the vessel contained at “costand freight.” Such, 
offers were of course quickly snapped up, and the 
New-York merchants awaited the result of their 
bargains. But#when{the vessel arrived they were 
called upon to pay’as “freight” a sum almost large 
enough to buy the ship, and certajniy sufficient 
to bring the cost of the goods up to the full market 
rates. But such tricks eould not be many times re- 
peated, and more recentiy the firm has adopted 
methods more rankly illegitimate. Deali in the 
Chinese trade are made by means of letters of 
credit. The importer obtains a letter of credit, 
from some well-known banking-house, general-: 
ly a London firm. It is sent to Hong Kong 
and cashed by a local banker, when 
accompanied by the proper vouchers of the ship- 
ment of merchandise. The shipper thus receives 
payment as soon as the goods are put on board 
the vessel. Late in 1881 a New-York-sugar refinery: 
ordered by cable from Vogel Brothers a cargo of 
sugar, epee that a telegraphic letter of creait 
would be sent as soon as instructions could reach 
its London bankers to that effect. Vogel Brothers 
immediately shipped a cargo of Chinese sugar of 
poor aualty. it is stated, and a local banker 

aid them the price of the cable order with the 

ills of lading. Ten days later the telegraphic let- 
ter of credit was received from London, where- 
upon Vogel Brothers immediately shipped a sec- 
ond cargo ‘and suceessfully negotiated the real 
letter of credit with another Hong Kong banker. 
Meantime, the telegraphie order and bills of lading 
were sent to London for collection, and the bank- 
ers. knowing that the cargo had arrived, cashed it. 
Bothy the next steamer came the real letter of 
credit, which the banking-house was obliged to 
cash, it being genuine. The loss, therefore, fell 
upon the bankers, the consignees refusingto ac- 
cept the second cargo. The next yictims were 
European silk merchants. The English and French 
silk trade with China {s large, and the field for 
Vogel Brothers’ operations was quite extensive, 
They received in all during the first two months of 
the present year orders for about 16,000 bales of 
first grade silk. Payment was received before 
shipment in all cases, the value of the goods 
being $300 per bale. Withina snort time the gooda 
reached their destination in England. The bales

CHESAPHAKE AND OHIO: BONDS.

yA LONG LITIGATION ENDED BY THE. SETTLE-: 
“MENT OF ‘FWO SUITS. 

At the time that the }Chesapeake- and Ohio 
Railroad Company failed it owed the Ohio Falls 
Car and Locomotive Company about $300,000 for 
cars furnished it, for which notes had been gtven, 
and as collateral security a large amount im bonds 
of the railroad company. Upon the failure the 
car company sold the collaterals, then nearly vaiue- 
less, and through J. P. Fitch, their attorney in 
this City, brought suit against the Directors of the 
railroad company for damages, claiming that it 


had been induced to take the securities through 
false representations as to their value. At the 
time of the reorganization of the railroad com- 
pany into the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway Com- 
pany the parties who bought the old bonds de- 
posited them with the Central Trust Company of 
New-York, to be surrendered to the Chesapeake’ 
and Ohio Railway Company, and received 
under the plan of reorganization, certifi- 

cates of said trust company entitling the- 
holders to the equivalent of said bonds in new se- 

curities of the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway Com- 

pany. When the holders of said certificates 

demanded the securities, however, these were re- 

fused, and Mr. Fitch, in their behalf, brought 

another suit therefor. Many motions have been, 
made therein, J. H. Storrs acting on behalf of the 

railway company, and the court finally ordered the 

securities deposited in the Central Trust Company 

pending the final judgment. 

They had appreciated meanwhile, and the dam- 
ages for their detention had reached a. considerable 
figure, (about $60,000.) Finding-they were to have 
a lengthy and expensive litigation, the holders of 
the certificates succeeded in getting the Trustees) 
and creditors of the ear and locomotive company, , 
which had also failed and been reorganized mean-* 
while.to withdraw the suit for falserepresentations: 
which still dragged its weary length along in the 
United States Circuit Court, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railway Company agreeing in case that was 
done to pay over the value of the withheld bonds, 
and damages. This has at length been done. The: 
requisite authority from the courts having been 
procured yesterday, the whole matter was closed: 
up by the payment of a large sum in railroad:bonds,. 
and discontinuances were given in both suits, thus:

It was claimed that this Statute was still in 
force in the District of Columbia, in spite 
of the fact that the judicial system of the 
District had been established and the ‘laws 
governing its practice had been enacted by 
Congress nearly a century after the old 
colonial law of Maryland was adopted. 
This law had long been dead, and had 
passed out of the knowledge of the present 
generation of Washington lawyers until the 
exigency of the star route rascals led to its 
disinterment. 
The other strong point of the counsel for 
the defense was that Brapy and his. accom- 
plices could not be proceeded against crimi- 


‘nally, inasmuch as the ‘‘expedition and in- 


crease’ in the star route service had been 
ordered by the former in the exercise of his 
official discretion. However much he had 


‘T’misused his discretion to the loss of the 


Government and the profit of contractors, 
he could not be brought to account for it 
in a court of justice. This was a shifting 


from the real ground of the indictment 


that is hardly worthy to be called plausi- 
ble. The Government has not proceeded 
against : Brapy for official dereliction, 
but for joining in a conspiracy to defraud 
the Government and then using his official 
power and discretion for promoting its ob- 
jects. The conspiracy itself, if it can be 
proved, certainly was not a matter which it

to take part in or to help. To admit such a 
doctrine as was urged by the defense in sup- 
port of the motion to quash the indictments 
would be to enable any public official to con- 
spire with others to enrich himself by fraud 
upon the Government and then to escape im- 
peachment by a timely resignation, and crim- 
inal trial by pleading his official position. 
No public officer, whether impeached or not, 
can escape prosecution for crime if it can be 
shown that he hascommitted crime. It was 
further claimed that no crime as defined by 
law was alleged in the indictments. But the 
crime of conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment. is very clearly defined in the statutes 
of the United States, and it was set forth 
very fully on ample citations of evidence 
that Brapy and the rest were engaged in 
such a conspiracy. If it cannot be proved, 
it is for the defense to meet and overthrow 
the evidence. 

The decision of Judge Wy re sweeps 
away all the technical rubbish with which 
an attempt was made to block the prosecu- 
tion. He shows that the Maryland law of 
1722 disappeared from the District Code 
many years ago. He sets forth clearly the 
statutory definition of conspiracy and holds 
that the evidence presented is sufficient 
to hold the accused for trial. In 
short, the indictments are sustained as 
good and sufficient in all their parts. 
A similar decision was reached in what are 
known as the straw bond cases. A charac- 
teristic incident of yesterday’s proceedings 
was the non-appearance of Mr. StrepHen W. 
DorskEy, who was allowed to go on his own 
recognizance, which bound him in honor to 
appear when wanted. He seems to have as 
little regard for his personal pledge as for 
the interests of the Government or the honor 
of the party whose favor and confidence he 
has betrayed. His recognizance was for- 
feited and a bench warrant issued for 
his arrest, and when his presence in 
Washington is secured again it will be well 
to hold him by some stronger bond than his 
own. There is no longer any doubt that 
the star route offenders will be brought to 
trial, and, fortunately, there seems to be no 
reason to question the ability and zeal with 
which the prosecution will be pressed be- 
fore the court and jury. The swaggering 
confidence with which the defense has been 
thus far conducted is likely to disap- 
pear, for it will have no light task in 
coping with the mountain of evidence that 
has been gathered in the last year. Its 
failure to stem the tide of the prosecution 
thus far is ominous, and it is likely to find 
that the delay which has been caused has 
served rather to complete the information 
and ripen the judgment against the offend- 
ers than to induce forgetfulness or indiffer- 
ence in the public mind. The prospect that 
they will get their deserts is better than it 
has ever been before. 


A} PROTECTIO NIST WAIL. 

We have recently called attention to the 
evidences of the progress in the West of the 
opposition to the present inordinately high 
tariff. These have not escaped remark by 
the extreme protectionists themselves. An 
organ of the sect in Chicago recently set 
forth several ‘‘reasons why the tariff cause 
languishes,’’ prefacing them with the asser- 
tion that Kansas ‘‘ is flooded with campaign 
literature against the tariff,’ that ‘‘in Iowa 
many Republicans have . joined in the 
crusade against protection, and ~ that 
the activity is more aggressive and more 
conspicuous’’ than in Kansas, while ‘‘a sim- 
ilar condition of things exists all over the 
agricultural regions.”’ Among its ‘‘rea- 
sons” for the languishing state of the holy 
doctrine of, protection to, American manu- 
facturers at the expense of their own and all 
other workmen, the high tariff ,organ calls 
attention to the perfidious use of ‘‘ printed 
matter’’ by its opponents. «, These advocates 
of ‘‘ vice‘and wrong”’ have the baseness to 
resort to ‘‘printed argument,’’ which is 
peculiarly favorable to ‘‘ calmness and delib- 
eration—those true hand-maids of reason,’’ 
keeping it before their agricultural victim so 
that ‘‘ if he wishes to return to the perusal 
he can’ do so at any chosen moment, or go 
over the ground again and again, the same 
words, the same ideas, the. same arguments 
being ready for him on every occasion.’’ 
This, according to the high tariff standard, 
is not fair fighting; itis taking a mean ad- 
vantage of the protectionist workers, who, 
far from being able to get their readers to 
‘‘go. over the ground again and again,” 
cannot get them to go over it at all 
‘* Articles on the tariff,’’ says this despondent 
organ, ‘“‘ do not meet with a warm welcome 
on the part of the mass of readers, especially 
in what are called the off years in politics, 
and do not seem to be relished even by some 
of the manufacturers.’’ And it piteously 
refers to a trade weekly devoted to the iron 
and steel industries, whose proprietors were 
plainly told ‘‘ that the space regularly spared 
to tariff subjects would be more acceptable 
if filled with news about the trade.’”? The 
organ remarks that the ‘‘free traders are 
much wiser in their day and generation.”’ 

We are not so sure of this. It is undoubt- 
edly wise in the opponents of the tariff to 
discuss the matter fully, practically, and 
sensibly, because in the long run the truth is 
likely to prevail by such means, end the 
truth is what we are after. But it does not 
follow that the high tariff men would be 
wise to follow the same course. Judging 
from an ample and painful experience in 
the perusal of the extreme protectionist 
organs, we can fully sympathize with 
iron and steel men who preferred ‘‘ news 
about the trade.’’ Then, it must be remem- 
bered that the principal beneficiaries of the 
high tariff are not prepared to face a careful 
inspection of their claims. They are rela- 
tively few in number. They are the recip- 
ients of great and peculiar favors from the 
Government. ' They are not very generous 
in sharing their advantages, and take great 
pains, on the one hand, to shut out all 
competition with themselves, and on the 
other to grind their workmen down 
to the lowest possible wages. The 
privileges they enjoy were given them to 
make up for burdens long since removed, 
and are continued only on sufferance. Why 
should they resort to the use of ‘‘ printed 
argument”’ to sustain such a cause as theirs ? 
They would rather have no discussion at 
all. They would rather confine. themselves 
to appeals from the stump.to prejudice, to 
perverted partisan feeling, or to a blind jeal- 


ousy of foreigners, which they flatter with. 
the name of patriotism. Their chief reli- | 
ance must be on these instrumentalities. on 


the caucus, on political intrigue, and on the 
lobby. These overgrown monopolies which 
are whining for ‘‘ protection for their infant 
industries’ are like a manin the prime of 
life pleading the ‘‘ baby act.’? He must 
keep out of sight if he expects his plea to be 
listened to. 

Another “reason why the tariff lan- 
guishes’’ is that the ‘‘ protective tariff or- 
ganizations*are woefully deficient in pecu- 
nary resources and are thereby rendered 
almost heipless to accomplish any valuable 
service in counteracting the effects of free 
trade propagandism.’’ ‘This may be the 
plaint of an unappreciated champion of the 
tariff, whose ‘‘valuable_ service’ finds 
no market. If so, it only shows 
the inherent greed of the favored 
manufacturers. It is bad enough to 
pocket the hard earnings of their fellow- 
citizens for goods which the latter are com- 
pelled to buy of them or forego, and it is 
equally bad to screw their workmen down 
to starvation wages, as a good many of them 
do. But surely any writer who is willing 
to devote his intellect, however modest, to 
the public defense of the iniquities, absurdi- 
ties, and injustice of the tariff as it stands 
to-day isa ‘“‘servant worthy of his hire.’’ 
And we venture to warn our friends, the 
highly protected manufacturers, that if they 
mean to make any fight before the people 
they cannot afford to lose even the feeblest 
of their journalistic advocates. They will 
not find it easy to replace them. The men 
who can write at all on their side of: this 
issue are becoming remarkably scarce. 
Granted that they are a poor lot. It isa 
choice for the monopolists between them 
and none. 

The protectionist organ concludes: ‘‘ We 
know that some timorous souls regard such 
plain talk as giving points to the free trad- 
ers. But the free traders do not need to be 
posted. They are posted already. Nor 
shall we gain anything by underrating their 
knowledge of the real state of the 
facts.’”’ This is valiant, but desperate. 
The advocates of a rational, grad- 
ual, and equitable reform of _ the 
tariff do indeed possess a very adequate 
knowledge of the facts. They know that 
the existing war tariff has many capital pro- 
visions which are oppressive to American 
industry and commerce, and that the com- 
mon sense of the American people will in- 
sist sooner or later on their abolition. They 
know that in this fact lies their strength and 
their opponents’ weakness, and such com- 
plaints as these of the Chicago organ only 
confirm that knowledge. 


SANTILLAN “AND W GARRAHAN. 

The vitality of thieving claims is most 

strikingly exemplified in two tremendous 
jobs now hanging about the Congress of the 
United States. One of these is the McGar- 
rahan claim, and the otheris the Santillan 
claim. Both of these are the products of 
the unhappy confusion wrought by the 
agreement of the United States Government, 
in the acquisition of California, to respect 
the validity of land grants made in California 
by the Mexican Government. Both of these 
claims have been driven from every court 
in which they have presented themselves. 
Both have been pronounced fraudulent and 
impudent forgeries; both have been de- 
nounced by the highest authorities in the 
land—executive, legislative, and judicial— 
whenever those authorities have had occa- 
sion to pass upon their validity; and both 
are to-day as full of vitality and as impudent 
as ever. No such curiosities of chicanery 
and pretension, we venture to say, haveever 
existed in any other country on the face of 
the globe. 
* The Santillan claim is based on an al- 
leged grant from the Mexican Government 
to PrupRrNcIo SANTILLAN, a parish priest of 
San Francisco, dated Feb. 14, 1846, and 
comprising a large portion of what is now 
the city of San Francisco. . Under Mexican 
law priests were regarded as incompetent to 
become grantees of lands, and the probabili- 
ties of the case were all against the genuine- 
ness of this grant. Moreover, it was not 
heard of, until four years after its al- 
leged issuance to SANTILLAN. The United 
States courts decided that the claim was a 
fraud, and, after scaring the landholders 
in the region of San Francisco for several 
years, it disappeared. It has lately reap- 
peared in Philadelphia, where it is owned 
by a corporation styling itself ‘‘The San 
Francisco Land Association of | Philadel- 
phia,’”’ said claim being as fully alive and 
active as though it were a new and original 
product. Of course, the ownersof the moss- 
covered fraud do not pretend that they are 
entitled to walk in and seize the streets, 
warehouses, business blocks, and residences 
that now cover the land described in their 
worthless piece of paper. With remarka- 
ble magnanimity they do not propose 
to . disturb. the present occupants of 
that portion of the city of San Fran- 
cisco that lies on their ‘‘grant.’””’ They 
ouly ask that the Government will allow 
them to try their case over again, and, if 
they can establish the validity of the grant, 
to take the value of the land in scrip 
‘‘equal in value, at the maximum land 
rates, to the value of the land covered by 
the Santillan grant.’’ Precisely how many 
millions of dollars are now invested in the 
real estate embraced within the bounda- 
ries of this fraudulent claim, we can- 
not say. It is a vast scheme which is 
being manipulated by the Philadelphia con- 
cern. The managers say that they have 
actually paid $1,300,000 for the claim; and 
they propose to keep ‘‘pegging away’’ at 
Congress and the courts until they get their 
money back. The scheme evidently is to 
secure the non-resistance of the present 
owners of the land, then to fight the Gov- 
ernment alone, and to convert the appraised 
value of the land into scrip, the holders of 
which may use it in the selection of any un- 
occupied land belonging to the United 
States. This scrip would be of enormous 
value, and could be ‘‘ placed where it would 
do the most good.”’ 

A precisely similar game is being played 
by McGaRRABAN, one of the most persistent 
schemers and lobbyists who ever infested 
any capital of any country. McGARRAHANis 
the owner of a property known as the Gomez 
grant, a claim without bottom, location, 
pedigree, or shadow of validity. This claim 
was, apparently, manufactured to cover 
the tract of land on which are 
located the New-Idria quicksilver mines, 
in Fresno County, Cal. The ‘grant’ 
is for 17,000 acres of land, and. like 


the Santillan grant, carries upon its face 
every evidence of fraud. For years 
it has dodged about courts, commissions, ex- 
ecutive departments, and Congressional com- 
mittee-rooms. It has been ignominiously 
kicked out everywhere, and has been de- 
clared invalid by the highest tribunal in the 
Republic. Like the ghost of Banquo, it 
will not down. Perceiving the wisdom 
of the “scrip scheme,’’ McGarraHAN 
modestly asks that he be _ allowed 
to re-enter the courts once more, 
and, provided he can establish his claim, 
that he be permitted to take in land-scrip 
the value of the property embraced within 
the limits of the so-called Gomez grant. 
The modesty of this proposal will be ap- 
parent when we say that it includes not only 
the present value of the New-Idria mine, but 
profits derived from working it by its pres- 
ent owners. McGARRAHAN estimates these 
profits at $10,000,000, and the present value 
of the mine at $500,000. In addition to this, 
he claims 4,000 acres of land lying outside 
of that actually taken by the mining com- 
pany, but inside of his ‘‘grant.’’ The en- 
tire grab, then, if we turn his $10,500,000 
into acres at $1 25 per acre, and add the 
4,000 acres before mentioned, would net the 
thrifty McGarranan 8,415,000 acres of 
land in scrip, locatable anywhere upon the 
public lands of the United States. The San 
Francisco Alta California estimates the 
value of this grand land grab at 
$168,922,000, which is probably an ex- 
cessive figure. But the proposed steal 
is large enough to warrant McGaRRABAN in 
placing Azs scrip ‘‘ where it will do the most 
good,’’ also. The House Committee on 
Private Land Claims have favorably reported 
on this infamous measure. Are the mem- 
bers of the committee aware of the vastness 
of the scheme to which they have given their 
sanction? Have they considered that they 
are lending themselves to the formation of 
a corruption fund of more than a million of 
dollars ? 


JUMBO. 

The arrival of Jumbo is natirally a 
source of great gratification to Mr. Bar- 
NuM. There was at one time a good deal of 
doubt whether Jumbo would consent to 
come to America, and whether, in case he 
did consent, the British public would allow 
him to come. It would, of course, have 
been very absurd for the English nation to 
take the ground that the Zoological Society 
had no right to sell its own elephant to an 
American showman; but as we have al- 
ready taken the equally absurd ground that 
a French society has no right to dig a canal 
in Colombia, we need not bear too hardly 
upon English absurdities. However, in 
spite of the outcries of the British press, 
Mr. Barnum has triumphed, and it is no 
wonder that he has broken out intg a wild 
and eloquent song of victory, thinly dis- 
guised as an advertisement, in the daily 
papers of yesterday morning. 

Asa literary composition Mr. BAarNuM’s 
advertisement is beyond praise. It describes 
in forcible and picturesque words the ex- 
alted position of Jumbo in the affections 
of the Old World and the tremendous 
obstacles. overcome by Mr. Barnum in 
securing possession of him. Jumbo, says 
Mr. Barnum, has been ‘‘ridden upon by 
the Queen, royal family, and over a million 
of children.’’ Imposing as this statement is, 
it is also characterized by a wonderful self- 
restraint on the part of the writer. He 
does not mention, except in the: most 
general way, the nature of _ the 
Queen’s intimacy with Jumbo. Now, it 
is well. known in Court circles. that 
from her earliest years her Majesty has been 
enthusiastically attached to Jumbo. There 
was a time when she was accustomed to keep 
Jumbo in the Windsor Castle Park, where 
she would often romp with him by the hour, 
making him fetch and carry like a dog and 
rolling with him in innocent delight upon 
the turf. Later in her life, when the danger 
that her Majesty might by accident roll upon 
Jumbo and seriously injure him became too 
obvious to be disregarded, the Queen ceased 
to romp with him, though-she still kept up 
the custom of having: him sit by. her 
side at the tea-table «and ‘‘ beg’ for 
lumps of sugar like a trained poodle. Af- 
ter Lord BreaconsFIELD procured for his 
royal mistress the title of Empress 
of India, she became very fond of riding all 
around the back yard of Buckingham Pal- 
ace in a howdah mounted on Jwmbo’s back, 
the Prime Minister sitting at the same time 
on the elephant’s neck and acting as mahout. 


_Of course, the matter was carefully kept 


from the knowledge of Liberal statesmen, 
and, indeed, would probably never have been 
known outside of the palace had not Jumbo 
managed to entangle his trunk with aclothes- 
line one Monday morning, the result of 
which was that he became frightened, raced 
around the yard, upsetting a chicken-coop 
and a laundress with a basket of clothes, 
and finally throwing both the Empress and 
the mahout, and necessitating the assistance 
of three policemen to secure him and-con- 
duct him to his kennel. 

Everybody who has been much in London 
during the last thirty years can testify to the 
truth of Mr. BAnNuM’s assertion that Jumbo 
has been ridden by the royal family. There 
was a time when the sagacious beast walked 
through St. James’s Park every afternoon 
with the royal Princes and Princesses on his 
back. Aftera while their number increased 
to such an extent that Lord PaLtmMERsTon 
was about to bring a bill before the House 
of Commons for an appropriation to pay 
the cost of building an extension to Jumbo’s 
back large enough—in Sir WiLutAM Pax- 
TON’s estimation—to hold all existing and 
probable Princes and Princesses up to and 
including the year 1875, but the elephant 
having suddenly shown signs of a desire to 
throw most of the royal family into the lake, 
he was presented to the Zoological Society, 
and Lord Patmerston did not gia in the 
contemplated bill. 

After conceding to Mr. Banwon’ 8 adver- 
tisement the merits which it undoubtedly 
possesses, it becomes proper to remark that 
it gives painful evidence of a hardness of 
heart and an indifference to the sufferings 
of others which will greatly surprise those 
whe know Mr. Barnum best. He actually 
gloats over the unhappiness of the Eu- 
ropeans who have been deprived of Jumbo. 
He exclaims, with evident exultation, that 
‘all Europe’’ was against the elephant’s de- 
parture and ‘‘all America bound to have 
him.’”’ He says that Jwmbo's loss is 


‘* mourned by every. child in Great Britain. *?. 


and that he was “‘ brought here against the 
regrets of Queen Vicreria.” Becoming 
still more reckless in his triumphant joy, 
Mr. Barwom openly boasts that, ‘despite 
of injunctions, the law, and the voice of 
united Europe,’’ the “ colossus of elephants”’ 
was torn from his home in Regent’s Park. 

If all this is true of Jumbo—and it un- 
doubtedly is—what are we to think of the 
once genial and law-abiding showman? He 
has become a man who is deaf to the mourn- 
ing of millions of British children and who 
snaps his fingers at ‘‘the law.’’ He is will- 
ing that the Queen’s bosom should be 
wrung with vain regret, and he speaks with 
reckless contempt of injunctions. A sadder 
spectacle has seldom, if ever, been seen, and 
the thoughtful public will ask what has 
been able to work this complete and terrible 
change in the moral character of the once 
reasonable, upright, and kindly BaAkNumM. 


The civil service reformers have-elicited 
from the Republican Association of the 
Thirteenth Assembly District a protest 
which is equally remarkable for its 
engaging frankness and its reckless 
disregard of facts). The Thirteenth 
District Association has at its head 
Mr. CHARLES BLAcEIE, late Weigher in the 
New-York Custom-house, and now Clerk of 
the Court of General Sessions. It may be 
assumed that its membership is not un- 
worthy of such a President, and that its 
principles presuppose the right of every 
political worker to be maintained at the 
public expense. That at least is a fair in- 
ference from its protest against the danger- 
ous propaganda .of the civil service re- 
formers and its indignant complaint that 
these designing persons ‘‘are driving 
out of the party our most active 
Republican supporters, as they do not re- 
ceive any recognition for their services, 
time, or trouble.’’ Singularly enough, this 
disappearance of the bread and butter brig- 
ade, whose ‘‘ grip in the wards” is not asso- 
ciated with a fair elementary education, does 
not seem to weaken the party at the polls. 
The Blackies, Biglins, and Cregans who are 
in the party for what they can make out of 
it will tell you in one breath that it is 
they who deserve the credit for the 
constantly increasing Republican — vote 
of the City, andin the next that, because 
they cannot find places in the Custom- 
house for their henchmen, the party is 
going to the dogs. - Suppose they should try 
the experiment of withdrawing their own 
invaluable services from the management 
of Republican politics. The disaster which 
would attend the efforts of the mere theo- 
rists to bring out the party vote ought to 
settle these busybodies for a generation, and 
triumphantly vindicate the character of the 
** machine.”’ 





It is astonishing how awkwardly some 
esteemed and experienced actors express them- 
selves when they are requested by newspaper 
interviewers to give their views upon matters of 
public taste. Some of them talk nonsense by tke 
column, and their opinions are usually without 
foundation in fact or in theatrical history. Mr. 
Lester WALLACK, however, is right enough when, 
in a conversation with a Boston journalist, he ut- 
ters his regret at the falling away of the stock 
companies of the land, and bemoans the fact that 
mediocre actors are accepted everywhere as star 
actors. But what does he mean when he assents 
to the statement that there are but two American 
stock companies now in service, his own and the 
Boston company? There are, in fact, two other 
organizations of the kind in this City, and both are 
at least equal to the Wallack company. Again, 
what does he mean by this statement, which is put 
to his account by the interviewer: ‘*Some of the 
successes of to-day, if produced ten years ago, 
would have been considered by the play-goers of 
that period as veritable bosh. Doesn’t that indi- 
cate at once a radical and recent change in the 
tendency of public taste? And, by the same rea- 
soning, doesn’t it hold good that the character 
of some of the most ‘taking’, pieces of only 
ten years ago is not ‘of the sort calculated 
to interest the ’mass ‘ of * theatre patrons?” 
These are ~ astonishing ‘ questions, and quite 
as extraordinary in their way as Mr. Watiaox's 
reasoning. Mr. Watuack is one of the most expe- 
rienced and excellent of managers; but does he 
care to pretend that good plays were exceptionally 
in favor in New-York a decade ago, that public 
taste and morality were then higher than they are 
now, or that rubbish belongs to the theatre of to- 
day more than it belonged to the theatre of yes- 
terday? A glance at InELAND’s ‘* Records” might 
convince Mr..Wautack that’ most. of. the 
successes ‘of ten, twenty, fifty years “ ago 
gave little lustre to’ the stage ,and reflected 
slight credit upon public taste! or morality. 
A decade ago the public taste ran chiefly to idiotic 
burlesque and indecent spectacular rubbish, and 
tothe poorest and unhealthiest class of French 
drama. To-day these things are almost banished 
from the theatre, and little ‘is ‘tolerated « there 
which is not bright, decent, and meritorious in one 
way or another. The taste for melodrama is not, 
by any means, a novel feature of our time; it isa 
taste which thrived a hundred years and which 
has never completely died out. On the other hand, 
it is agreeable to observe that the brilliant satire of 
Mr. Gizpert has succeeded the yuigar jesting of 
Lyp1a THOMPSON.

One of LONGFELLOW’s neighbors at Cam- 
bridge gives some interesting reminiscences of the 
dead New-England poet, and. these have that 
personal flavor which is always delightful. There 
is, he says, a certain homely simplicity in the 
social life of Cambridge which inspires a freedom 
and friendliness of intercourse among all classes 
ofthe community. Loners.LLow contributed greatly 
to this peculiar social spirit. He became thus 
closely identified with the people of the town, 
and hundreds of persons loved and honored him, 
although they knew nothing of him asa poet. The 
first notice of the poet’s nearness to death given to 
this neighbor was brought by a porter who rushed 
into his Boston office and exclaimed: “‘It is on the 
bulletin-boards that our dear, good friend, Mr. 
LONGFELLOw is dying. I have worked at his house 
repairing his furnace many a day. ,There was no- 
body like him in all Cambridge.” . In the streets 
men and women talked about the dying poet as 
they would talk about some public calamity.- A 
discontented laboring man who never lost a chance 
to rall against the rich is said to have made this 
remark: “I will make an exception of one rich 
man, and that is Mr. Lonerettow. You have no 
idea how much the laboring men of Cambridge 
think of him. There is many and many a family 
that getsa load of coal from Mr. LonereLtow’s 
without anybody knowing where it comes from.” 
The poet’s custom, on receiving visits from 
strangers, was to treat them with gentle cour- 
tesy and to talk upon common topics. He was 
always ready to treat people kindly. ‘‘i know 
that some persons object to giving their auto- 
graphs,” he said, ‘but if so little a thing can give 
pleasure, how can one refuse ?”’ As to the visitors, 
some of them were unconsciously humerous. An 
Englishman once called upon him without letters 
and introduced himself in this fashion: ‘‘Is this 
Mr. LonereLttow? Well, Sir, as you have no ruins 
in your country I thought’—growing embar- 
rassed—‘‘I thought I would call and see you.” He 
was, of course, often bered. Even the Duke of 
AnrcGYtl, @ persistent ornithologist, bothered him 
by asking him constantly the names of birds that 
sang in the neighborhood. Of late years Loneret- 
Low went seldom ‘into society, though he was 
often seen recently on the Elmwood Archery 
Grounds. It was not supposed by his neighbors 
that he was near death. His bearing was erect, his 
gait light and springing. He was genial and 
cheerfal to the last. There is, by the way, a good.

The fashionable world of London. has been, 
rather startled. by the-announcement of the pros 
pective nuptials of England’s wealthiest Duke, bis his 
Grace of WESTMINSTER, with Miss CavENDISH, a 
daughter of Lord CuzsHam. The Duke is 57 and 
his bride 25, and bis eldest daughter is the wife of 
her eldest brother: but there are men younger at 57 
than others at 87, and the Duke is one of them. Of a 
most genial, kindly disposition, he stands in point of 
character and popularity at the very head of his 
order. His father, although a man Capable occasion- 
ally of generous actions—for instance, whenaLon- 
don bankiag-house failed through fraud he placed a 
considerable sum to the credit of numbers of the vie- 
tims, with the intimation that repayment was never 
to be made unless quite convenient—was niggardly 
in domestic matters, but the present peer has en- 
tirely removed that reproach from his house. He 
is, too at the head of every good work 
both in town and country, and throws 
opén his noble galleries in London on 
Sunday for the advantage of the working 
classes. An American paper, in alluding to the 
Duke’s marriage, spoke of “a bride sacrificed to 
senility.” To talk of senility in the case of a 
healthy man of 57 is preposterous. The Duke haa 
only succeeded his father 13 years. There have 
been heirs—the son of the great BuRLEIGH wad 
one—who have not come to the title until past the 
Duke’s age. MARLBoRovGH was 58 when he won 
Blenheim, Mapison 58 when he became President 
of the United States, and Lincotn within two years 
of it when he died. Does any one associate senility 
with such men at thatage? Mr. GLapstonz, tow 
Prime Minister at 73, did not ho!d that office until 
he was 59, while Lord BraconsFiEe.p first held it 
when 64. President Grevy is 69. The elder sis- 
ter of the Duchess of Westminster is, curiously 
enough, married to.a nobleman—the Earl of Lziczs- 
TER—some 25 years jher senior, who is a re- 
markable example of a chiid of a very happy mar- 
riage where there was a great disparity of years.’ 
Although himself only 60, his father, the famous 
agriculturist known as “ Coke of Norfolk,” was 
48 when WasHineton died. When he was 70 
he married a young lady whom in infancy he 
had danced upon his knee, and waom he used then 
to cail his little wife. It was a very happy mar- 
riage, and *‘ shook the next heir in his easy chair, 
and made him cry Gop bless her,” since it resulted 
in four sons and adaughter. Lord LercesTer sur- 
vived this marriage 20 years and died at 90.

Harrowing, not to say bewildering, news 
comes from Hong Kong. One dispatch says that 
“*Continuation of Glory’ has ascended to be a 
guest on high.” That is to say, that might be the 
Chinese of ‘the dispatch which said that the Em. 
peror of China was dead; but the Chinese Minister, 
who has direct telegraphic communication with 
the palace of the dragon, gives the story a qualitied 
denial. With all due respect to Cuene Tsao Jv, he 
is somewhat in the position of the man who did 
not know he was ‘guillotined until he tried to 
sneeze, and it is not improbable that he will first 
learn of Kwane Su’s death from a document in- 
forming him that another of the golden family has 
ascended tne divine utensil and has sent another 
Ambassador to the United States. Not even in 
China is the truth likely to be quickly known. In 
the neighboring Kingdom of Burmah, when Txez- 
Baw, King of Elephants, Sovereign of All-Um<« 
brella-Wearing Chiefs, and Inconceivable Brute, 
ascended the throne a year or two ago, proclama« 
tion was made that whoever said the King was 
dead should have his tongue dragged out. Soa 
far as we know there is no such law in 
the Central Flowery Land, but there ig 
a very troublesome question of succession, and the 
real rulers—not the little boy now reported to be 
dead—will never let it be known that one Em- 
peror is dead until another is actually upon the 
throne. Kwane Su, being about a dozen years 
old, can scarcely leave any children, nor, we 
should imagine, any widow. Here is.a dilemma 
for a nation in which ancestral worship is the pal- 
ladium of their liberties. The rule of the great 
pure dynasty cannot descend in the direct line, 
and the next ruler will be torn in twain by his 
duty to his own ancestors and the hitherto ré- 
vered progenitors’ of the golden family. A few 
.years ago there would have been less trouble. 
One of the two old ladies who, oddly enough, 
have of late years ruled the land where it is the 
fashion to drown the undesirable surplus of girl 
babies, would simply have adopted a son to the 
last Emperor. But one of these two usurping 
women is dead, and the other must be feeble and 
ready to die. For our part we give it up, and 
anxiously ‘wait for the news. It.is altogether 
suitable to the early career of the deceased—if we 
may call him such—that he should shuffle off this 
mortal coil insuch a dubious fashion. A terrible 
mystery has always hung about him. « It was said, 
and doubtless believed, that each of his eyes had 
two pupils. Worse yet, he had a Buttercup nurse 
and was not himself at all. Just who he was, and 
whether or not he is dead, are subjects thus sud- 
denly offered for consideration to the Thoughtful 
Patriots of China.

The Memphis (Tern.) Avalanche throws out 
this suggestion: “Everywhere in fhe Mississippi 
deltaare to be found traces of the engineering skill 
of the mysterious race vaguely calied * Mound Build- 
ers.’ Artificial elevations, miles of canals, and long 
stretches of low protecting levees are to be seen in 
nearly every county bordering on the river from 
Cairo to New-Orleans.

It seems to be difficult to obtain much accu~ 
rate information respecting the deficit in the Ar- 
kansas Treasury, reported to amount to at least 
$100,000, and alleged to have occurred while the 
present Governor was the State Treasurer. A let- 
ter from Little Rock to the Chicago Journal says of 
the expected report of the Legislative committee: 
“ The report covers about 110 pages of foolscap pa- 
per, and is exhaustive in detail as well, embracing 
areview of the management of the Treasury for 
the past six years. Gov. Churchill’s bondsmen em- 
brace some of the wealthiest men in the State, and 
the loss can be covered. The bondsmen, however, 
show little inclination to pay over the money, but’ 
propose to contest the matter in the courts. It ia 
said that the bondsmen of ex-Auditor Miller and 
the present Auditor, Crawford, will also be held 
responsible for a portion of the loss, the ex-Treas- 
urer’s sureties holding that the Auditor should 





have prevented the leak in the Treasury. Gov. 
Churchill’s friends say that he did not get a cent 
of the money; that the loss was owing to bad 
booking, and that there are items which should go 
to his credit, and which would reduce the alieged 
deficit to about $15,000. The bondsmen are also 
claiming that he is entitled to these credits, and on 
this point will base theirresort to the courts. It 
weems probable now that the matter will not be set- 
Jed for many years."’

M. Edmond About has just lost his mother, 
who had a hard struggle in early life to educate 
herson. But the close of her days was bright and 
mellow, and her mind preserved its vigor to the 
snd. Persons who have been in M. About’s house 
on festive occasions have seen her there, an inter- 
ested, but silent, spectator, with an air of dignity 
tnd venerableness that arcused immediate respect. 


Mehemet Rushdi Pasha, who is dead at his 
sovntry seat in Smyrna, was one of those Turkish 
statesmen who took partinthe dethronement of 
Abdul Aziz, but owing to his great age and the 
critical state of his health at the time of the trial 
he could not be taken to Constantinople for trial. 
He was born of humble parents, and rose through 


hard labor to the highest station. » Several times he 
was Grand Vizier. 


Mrs. Greville, a London lady, whose dra- 
fnatic powers, though never exercised except pri- 
vately, were considerable, and who was widely 
known and esteemed in society, has just died 
aiter a painful illness of some weeks. Even Car- 
lyle, when with her, would relax from his grim- 
ness and say “ exuberant creature,” or ‘* curious 
phenomenon.’ Both Mr. Tennyson and Mr. Swin- 
burne were attached to her, and Mr. Whittier and 
Mr. Irving knew and esteemed her. 


Signor Gardoni, an opera singer well known 
to a past generation, has just died in Paris, in the 
house he had occupied for many years, at the age 
of 62. He had been ill for a considerable time, but 
dad so youthful a look that few believed him to 
nave reached so advanced anage. It is believed 
that he was better liked by the English than by the 
French, though his successes with both were 
numerous and pronounced. Gardoni’s widow isa 
daughter of Tamburini, the baritone, and besides 
ber he leaves a son and two daughters. 


Ma. Bertall, the French caricaturist, died 
three weeks ago. He was the son ofa rich Com- 
missary-General, a prosaic, hard-headed man of 
ancient lineage who quarreied with his son béetause 
ne could not learn algebra. The son left the poly- 
vechnic school in which he had been placed and 
made the acquaintance of Balzac, who advised him 
to follow bis inclination to become a caricaturist 
and to adopt a new name, at once resovant, uncom- 
mon, and easy to pronounce. His name was Albert 
and by employing another / he turned it into Ber- 
tall. At55 Bertall found himself unfit for further 
work, and at 60 he was paralyzed. 


A nephew of John Gibson Lockhart, the 
son-in-law of Scott, and a writer of stories which 
bave been greatly liked in England, is dead in Col. 
Lawrence W. M. Lockhart, who passed away last 
month at Mentone. His military career began in 
the Crimea and ended not long afterward in India, 
when he turned to literature. As an artistic 
writer of fiction he outdid his more famous uncle. 
Among his works are *‘ Double or Quits,” ** Fair to 
See,” and ‘*‘ Mine is Thine.’’ During the Franco- 
German war he was foratime a newspaper cor- 
respondent and wrote for the London Zimes an 
wccount of the battle of Forbach. 


Miss Lumley, who was better known as the 
4ister Clara, of the male accident ward of Guy's 
Hospital in London, died three weeks ago under 
distressing circumstances. On a certain day a 
man was brought into the hospital suffering from 
afall from an omnibus. An eruption something 
like small-pox appeared on his face, but he said it 
was nothing; he had had the same thinga few 
weeks before, and so no further attention was 
given to it. Buta day later, still under Sister 
Clara’s care, he was found to be suffering from 
the worst form of hemorrhagic small-pox, and ina 
tew hours he died. Sister Clara, who had never 
snown a day’s illness beforain her life, soon died 
tlso.

A PREACHER’S SECULARITY 
—_——— 

THE NEW-YORK EAST CONFERENCE 
LOCATEHS SENECA HOWLAND. 

A TRAVELING PREACHER ACCUSED OF BE- 
ING TOO SECULAR—SMARTNESS THAT 
DOES NOT BECOME A CHRISTIAN—THE 
REGULAR WORK OF THE CONFERENCE. 

The Annual New-York East Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church has been in ses- 
sion in the Methodist ‘Episcopal church in Water- 
bury, Conn., since last Wednesday. Bishop Simp- 
son presides, and among those who have taken an 
active interest in the proceedings are the Rev. D. 
Curry, D. D., the Rev. J. M. Buckley, D. D., the 
Rev. D. A. Goodsell, D. D., the Rev. S. L. Kettell, 
the Rev. M. L. Scudder, D. D., the Rev. J. Pullman, 
the Rey. T. H. Burch, the Rev. G. H. Hubbell, the 
Rey. W. T. Hill, the Rey. J. E. Searles, the Rev. ©, 
B. Ford, the Rey. J. Hensen, the Rev. W. H. 
Thomas, the Rev. G. E. Reed, the Rev. J. O. Peek, 
the Rev. J. S. Dickinson, the Rey. J. 8S. Brecken- 
ridge, the Rev. A. B. Sanford, the Rev. W. T. Pray, 
the Rev. W. H. Simonson, and tne Rev. G. P. 
Mains. The Secretary, the Rev. D. H. Goodsell, 
was assisted by the Rev. I. Simmons, the Rev. A. B. 
Sanford, the Rev. W. H. Simmons, and the Rev. D. 
O. Ferris. 

The question of the secularity of the Rev. Seneca 
Howland, of Greenwich, Conn, has occupied the 
greater part of the attention of the Conference thus 
far. Brother Howland has been on the supernumer- 
ary list since 1871, during which time he has been 
laboring with more or less regularity as a traveling 
preacher. For several years there have been re- 
ports in circulation concerning certain acts of 
Mr. Howland which, it is alleged, have injured or 
neutralized his influence asa Christian minister. 
He isaccused ot doing petty things in business 
transactions which, while they possess no element 
of legal criminality, are considered unbecoming 
inaminister. ‘“ Driving sharp bargains at a trade 
and selling poor goods for good prices may be 
sharp and profitable, but the reputation that 
& traveling preacher derives from such 
conduct is not advantageous to his Chris- 


tian calling,” said one of the members 
of the Conference to Tre Times's reporter. 
In the absence of evidence to establish specific in- 
stances of immorality in Mr. Howland’s case, the 
term secularity is used to cover his alleged offenses. 
Tn 1879 the accused brother was suspended for a 
year on account of his secularity, and at the last 
Annual Conference a resolution was passed asking 
him to request a location, or, in other words, do- 
siring him to voluntarily retire from the Confer- 
ence. Brotner Howland declined to locate. The 
laws of the Methodist Episcopa! Church provide 
that whenever a minister is requested by the Con- 
ference to ask for alocation, and refuses to do so, 
the said minister may be located without his con- 
sent by the next Annual Conference. The case of 
Mr. Howland was introduced last Thursday 
by the Rev. Dr. James M. Buckley, of the 
Christian Advocate, who offered a resolution 
that Mr. Howland be located, ** on the ground that 
he isso secular, as to be no longer useful in the 
work of a traveling preacher.’’ There was consid- 
erable discussion on the subject on Thursday and 
Friday, and it was renewed yesterday morning. 

The Rev. John A. Roche, of Brooklyn, opened 
yesterday’s debate. He said that the Conference 
had proceeded irregularly in Brother Howland’s 
case and he hoped that the aecused would be ac- 
quitted. The sentiment of friendship, if nothing 
else, should prompt the members of the Confer- 
ence to withhold judgment until after Brother 
Howland had been given a formal trial. The Rev. 
Mr, Hubbell, of New-Haven, Presiding Elder 
of the district in which Mr. Howland he- 
longed, said that there was no judicial trial pos- 
sible in this case. He was of the opinion 
that Mr. Howland should have promptly asked to 
be located, and not put the Conference to the 
trouble to expel him. The Rev. C. S. Williams was 
shocked at the innuendoes that had been thrown 
out, whieh indicated a disposition to influence the 
Conference by facts not properly brought before 
it. The Rev. Nathaniel Mead said that the feeling 
in Mr. Howland’s own district was against him. 
The Rey. J. E. Searles knew Brother Howland to 
be one ef the best-hearted men in the world, and 
prompted by pure friendship he had asked Mr. 
Howland to request to be located, and prevent any 
unpleasant controversy. Mr. Searles closed by 
saying that no matter what Brother Howland had 
been heaton he was entitled to an investigation and 
a trial. 

The Rev. J. Henson said that he did not appear 
asan advocate of Brother Howland, but he was 
opposed to voting any man out of the Conference 
On ex parte testimony oron rumor. The Rev. J. 8. 
Dickinson, of New-York, wished that Mr, Howladd 
would take himself out of the way. If he would 
but locate himself somewhere he would 
relieve the Conference its trouble and 
embarrassment, The’ Rey. Mr. Dickinson 
did not, however, feel free to vote to 
locate Mr. Howland against his consent. As tothe 
secularity of the accused brother, there has not 
been sufficient proof presented to satisfy the 
speaker. He wanted Brother Howland put behind 
the bulwarks of the law, and desired to havea 
resolution prepared declaring that Seneca How- 
land was so secular that he was inefficient and un- 
acceptable. When the matter was brought before 
the Conference in such a way intelligent action 
could be taken. The Rev. Dr, Buckley took 
the ground that no formal triai of Mr. 
Howland was necessary. Under its rules 
the Conference had ample power to locate 
a preacher without his consent. Seneca Howland 
was charged with being so secular that be was not 
fit to be a traveling preacher. If that charge was 
true then Mr. Howland ought not to be a super- 
numerary, for to put him on the supernumerary 
list would be to degrade the other supernumeraries 
who were honored preachers. Dr. Buckiey wanted 
all of the people between New-York and Water- 
bury to understand that such secularity as marked 
Seneca Howland was not indorsed by this Confer- 
ence. Brother Howland’s peculiar secularity might 
not include immorality, but it went right up to the 
line of immorality. 

About 12:30 o’clock the Conference took a recess 
until 20’clock. When business was resumed the 
Rev. Jobn Rippere, of Glen Cove, spoke in opposi- 
tion to the resolution. He said the language of the 
resolution did not represent the actual sentiments 
of the members of the Conference. There were a 
great many who desired to locate Seneca Howland, 
but they wauted to doit in a manly way. He 
hoped that the resolutions would be so modi- 
fied as to expose clearly the real rea- 
sons why Brother Howland was_ located. 
The Rev. Alexander McAllister, of Baldwin's, 
Long Island, could not vote forthe regoiution, as 
Seneca Howland was no worse now thab he was 25 
or 30 years ago. The speaker did not think Brother 
Howland could do the Church any more injury 
than he had done. This remark caused 
considerable merriment. A final appeal was 
made to the Conference not to send the 
accused brother adrift in his old age. 
If Mr. Howland was expelled the Conference 
would have no food for discussion at its next meet- 
ing. The Rev. A. V. R. Abbott, of Durham, Conn., 
said that Seneca Howland was so secular that he 
was unacceptable as a preacher in places where he 
was known. The Rev. C. 8. Wing was not in favor 
of locating Brother Howland without giving hima 
formal trial. The Rev. Ephraim Watt, of Green- 
point, Long Island, vehemently announced that he 
should vote for the location of Seneca Howland if 
it was the last thing he ever did. 

The Rev. Dr. Benjamin Adams, of Meriden, made 
a speech in favor of locating Brother Howland. 
He maintained that the interests of the Conference 
demanded the withdrawal of the aceused. The 
latter, he said, had been a burden tothe Church 
and to the Conference, and for one he should have 
been glad if Howland had been “gathered to his 
fathers’ long ago. The Rev. Dr. Buckley moved 
that the Chair be requested to ask Brother How- 
land whether he was willing to locate. The mo- 
tion was carried and the question was put. Mr. 
Howland replied that he desired a hearing before 
the Conference. He was at once invited to the 
rostrum, and began hia defense by saying that 
when he was young he hada sincere belief that God 
called him to the Christian ministry. For the past 
four years his case had been dragged before this 
Conference. If the Conference would allow him to 
make a full statement of his case, he had it in his 
power to disprove every charge that had been 
made against him. Bishop Simpson told him that 
he must confine himself to what had been said and 
done during the present Conferenee. Mr. Howland 
said he was not conscious of having been seeular. 
In his heart he had no undue love of the world. He 
loved God and he loved the Church. The only 
secular work that he had engaged in during the 
past year yas attending to the affairs of a religious 
newspaper. He had preached’ on week days, 
but did not know that that was secular. 
Mr. Howland said he knew where the 
dust came from that was being thrown on him, 
and if he was a!lowed he could give the particulars. 
The speaker toid of the work that he had done in 
the service of the Methodist. Episcopal Church, and 
claimed to have made personal and pecuniary sac- 
rifices. He loved the work of the Christian minis- 
try, and, while he did not expect to make a living 
out of it, he did not feel it to be his duty to with- 
draw from his chosen calling. The reports 
that had been circulated against him were 
not true, and he could not submit to the 
sinful imputation by withdrawing from the 
Conference. If he believed that his leaving the 
Conference would please God he would withdraw 
without hesitation. Mr. Howland alluded to various 
charges that had been made against his integrity 
while he was acting as agent for different insurance 
companies some years ago. He had been aecused 
of retaining small amounts of money collected by 
him as premiums on policies. He produced what 
purported to be copies of letters from parties in- 
terested, denying that there was any truth in the 
charges. 

The yeas and nays were taken on the motion to 
adopt Dr. Buckley’s resolution. Brother Howland 
voted in the negative. The result of the vote was 
130 yeas and 41 nays. This was 14 more votes than 
the two-thirds necessary to adopt the resolution. 
The announcement of the result was received by a 
ripple of satisfaction on the part of the assem- 
blage. Mr. Howland heard the result very ealmly, 
and remained in his seat until the close of the ses- 
sion. 

The Rev. Joshua L, Buckelew, of Mattituck, 
Long Island, was located at his own request. The 
Conference voted to allow the Rev. Joseph B. Shep- 
herd, of King-Street Church, New-York, to with- 
draw from the Conference at his own request. 
Charges against the Rev. William F. Smith, of Mid- 
dletown, Conn., were referred to the Grand Jury 
Committee last week, and an investigation was 
made on Saturday. The Rev. Mr. Smith was ac- 
cused of keeping books of an improper and im- 
pure character in his circulating library; also of

using indelicate language to young girls. The 
committee will make a report before the close of 
the Conference acquitting the accused. ‘ 

Services in celebration of the anniversary of the 
Freedman’s Aid Séciety were held last night. The 
Rev. Dr. D. Curry, of New-York, presided. Ad- 
dresses were delivered by the Rev. James M. Buck- 
ley, D. D., of this City, and the Rev. J. C. Hartzell, 
D. D., Assistant Secretary of the society. The 
Conference will devote its attention to routine 
business to-day. and it is probable that the session 
willbe prolonged until to-morrow afternoon. It 
is expected that the ministerial appointments will 
be announced to-day.

A NEW PRESIDENT AND OTHER OFFICERS 
ELECTED LAST NIGHT. 

A meeting of the Turf Club was held last 
evening to elect a new President and Board of Di- 
rectors. This was in pursuance of a resolution 
adopted at the stormy meeting of March 31, 
which iavited the officers and Board of 
Directors to resign and requested the Presi- 
dent to call a meeting for last evening to 
elect their successors. The meeting was a very full 
one. Mr. Lawrencé Kip, the President; the 
Secretary, and all of the Directors, with one or 
two exceptions, were absent, and the meet- 


ing was called to order by Mr. Alfred 
Lightfoot, who moved that ex-Surrogate 
Calvin be invited to take the chair. The motion 
having been carried, Mr. Calvin took the chair, 
and Mr. Lightfoot was made Secretary. The 
Secretary proceeded to read a paper which 
he said had just been handed to him as 
a copy of the minutes. This document de- 
clared that the resolutions referred to above as 
passed at the last meeting were offered: that the 
President ruled that they were unconstitutional 
and out of order, but that on an appeal from 
the decision his ruling was not sustained. 
The document then, without making any 
mention or even allusion to the fact that 
the resolutions were regulariy put and carried, 
and declared by the President to be carried, ended 
abruptly by saying that the meeting adjourned. Dr. 
Rich called attention to the defect in the minutes, 
and moved that the error be corrected. This mo- 
tion afforded an opportunity for the opponents of 
a new election to open their fire, and they em- 
braced it vigorously. One gentleman raised the 
point that the minutes were taken by the Sec- 
retary of the club, and must therefore be accepted 
as correct, and that it was out of the power 
of the present meeting to correct them. On the 
other side, Dr. Rich replied that minutes could 
in no case be accepted as correct until they were 
read and approved. The motion to eorrect was 
pressed to a vote and carried by an overwhelming 
majority. But the opposition were not to be 
silenced by one defeat. Some one asked the Chair- 
man toread the call for the meeting, and asked 
who signed it. The Secretary, after once or twice 
hopelessly turning over the paper in his hand, said 
there was no signature to it. An objec- 
tion was then raised that the meeting was 
illegal because it had not been properly called, but 
it was promptly answered that the President 
had been requested by resolution passed at a 
full meeting of the club to call the meeting, 
and if he had neglected to sign the cali he had 
failed todo his duty and the expressed wish of 
the club could not be thwarted thereby. After 
considerable discussion it was decided that the 
meeting was regular and competent to elect officers. 
A final effort to prevent an election was made 
by calling for the reading of the resignations of the 
officers, and as these were notin the hands of the 
Secretary, it was asserted that there were no 
vacancies to fill, but Messrs. Jerome and Hardy, of 
the Board of Directors, said there was no doubt 
that ail the officers had resigned, and were 
not only desirous, but anxious, to have 
other officers elected. Two tickets, one headed 
by Mr. Calvin, the other by Mr. John 
Bryan, were then put in nomination. 
The two were almost the same except 
in their heads and the nominees for Vice-President 
and Secretary. On Mr. Bryan’s ticket Mr. J. 
Warren Lawton was named for Vice-Presi- 
dent and Mr. E. D. Barnes for Secre- 
tary. Both of these gentlemen were among 
the number of Directors who resigned 
from the old board on account of the disagreement 
which led to the meeting of March 31. The election 
went off quietly and harmoniously; 173 votes 
were cast, of which Mr. Calvin received 
27 for President and Mr. Bryan = 46. 
After the election the resignations of the 
old officers were accepted, The new oflicers are 
as follows: President—Delano C. Calvin; Vice- 
President—Dr. E. G. Field; Secretary—Regi- 
nald Francklyn:; Treasurer—D. Comyn Moran;

JULES QUICHERAT. 

A dispatch from Paris announces the death 
of Jules Etienne Joseph Quicherat, an eminent 
French archeologist and brother of the famous 
philologist, Louise Marie Quicherat. He was born 
in Paris in 1814. Whenstill quite young he attained 
areputation asa brilliant classical scholar, subse- 
quently turning his attention to history and art. 
For a time he frequented the studio of Charlet, and 
in 18385 was admitted tothe School of Design. A 
few years later, while attached to the Royal Library, 
he undertook the publication of all the documents 
relating to the trial, condemnation, aud subsequent 
justification of the career of Joan of Arc. The 
first volume of this work was published under the 
auspices of the Historical Society of France in 
1841. In 1849 M. Quicherat was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Archwology in the School of Design, of 
which he became Director in 1871. He was deco- 
rated with the order of the Legion of Honor in 
1847, and on Feb. 9, 1847, was made an officer of 
the order. Among the best knownof M. Quich- 
erat’s works are “Thomas Basin: His Life and 

Vorks:" ** Rodrique de Villandrando, One of the 
Combatants for French Independence in the Fif- 
teenth Century:”’ ** History of Dress in France,” 
“New Views of the History of Jeanne d’Arc, 
from Unpublished Chronicles of the Fifteenth 
Century.”’ He was also a well-known contributor 
to the Archeological Revue and to various other 
historical and archeological publications, 

-. HENRY FORRESTER. 

Henry Forrester, a well-known English 
actor, died yesterday in London. His first appear- 
ance in the dramatic profession was made in 1855 
at Worthing. In 1858 he appeared for the first 
time on the London stage at the Marylebone The- 


atre, under Mr. Cave’s management, in the charac- 
terot Hassan in "The Castle Spectre."' During the 
same year he accepted an engagement at the 
Lyceum Theatre, under Mme. Celeste. He was the 
original Charles Darnay in *‘A Tale of Two Cities.”’ 
Later he went to Sadler's Wells, under Mr. 
Samuel Phelps, and afterward joined the Princess's 
company under George Vining’s management. He 
was the original Paul Fairweather in ** The Streets 
of London.”’ He played the part of Friar Lau- 
rence in ‘“‘Romeo and Juliet,” at Stratford-on- 
Avon at the celebration of the Shakespearean ter- 
centenary. He was connected with the Lyceum 
Theatre company under Mrs. Beteman and during 
a period of Mr. Irving’s management. On Feb. 14, 
1876, he appeared there as lago, and was highly 
complimented by the newspapers for his imperson- 
ation of that.character. He played the part of 
Dan’! Druce nearly 400 times in the Provinces with 
great success. He afterward appeared in London 
at the St. James’s Theatre in the parts of Othello, 
Claude Melpnotte. Jacques, &c. He played Iago to 
Edwin Booth's Othello at the Princess’s Theatre 
in London.

ELISHA R. POTTER. 

The Hon. Elisha R. Potter, Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of Rhode Isiand, died 
at Kingston, R. I., yesterday afternoon of pneu- 
monia, aftera two days’ illness. Mr. Potter was 


the son of Elisha R. Potter, who for 40 years filleda 
large space in the political affairs of Rhode Island. 
He was born June 20, 1811, and was graduated 
at Harvard in 1830. He was Adjutant-General of 
the State in 1835 and 1836, a Representative in Con- 
gress from 1843 to 1845, State Commissioner of 
Public Schools from 1849 to 1854, and was elected 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court in 1888. 
He was the author of several works, chiefly relat- 
ing to the early history of Rhode Island. He pub- 
lished the “ Early History of Narragansett,” “ Pa- 
per Money in Rhode Island,” and valuable contri- 
butions on suffrage and public schools.

THE ITALIAN OPERA. 

Last evening Mr. Mapleson began the experi- 
ment of presenting grand Italian opera for a short 
season in the Academy of Music at cheaper prices 
than are asked on the regular subscription 
nights every Spring and Fall. The charges 
for tickets were very considerably reduced, the 
best seats in the body of the house being sold at 
$2, while from that sum prices ranged down to 
50 cents; so it will be readily understood 
that the audience included many persons 
who have _—inot hitherto been patrons 
of Mr. Mapleson’s New-York enterprises. 
The appearance of the assemblage was strikingly 
different from that which frequenters of the Acad- 
emy are accustomed to; there were fewer swallow- 
tailed coats and lacquered shoes, and fewer bon- 
netless heads among the ladies; and there 
was a large proportion of young men who 
retained their overcoats in the parquet and 
balcony. Nevertheless there were well-known 
faces in many parts of the house, and the boxes 
were only a littie less gay than formerly. Nor did 
the audience display any jack of musical intelli- 
gence. It was both attentive and critical The 
house was tolerably well filled, but not so crowded 
as might have been expected; probably the over- 
cast sky, biting wind, and muddy streets kept 
many persons at home who would otherwise have 
been present. 

The opera was Meyerbeer’s masterwork, ‘ Les 
Huguenots.” The artists did not generally dis- 
tinguish themselves, and the representation was 
uneven and constrained. The occasional 
brilliancy in certain mumbers served to 
mark the contrast with the rest of the 
performanee, and there was a notable lack 
of vim and enthusiasm in the ensemble that 
was communicated from the stage to the audience 
and hadits reflex action. Mile. Rossini, as Valen- 
tina, did not add to the laurels she has previously 
won, She was not in the best vocal condition, 
and was on the whole disappointing. Signor 
Ravelli, in the first act, sang with vigor and good 
taste, but after this he deteriorated, and was evl- 
dently overweighted by the demands of the réle 
of Raoul. Miss Juch was very charming in the 
character of Marguerite de Valois, singing the mu- 
sic with expression and with the style of an artist, 
and with a direct, honest method that commended 
her to favorable consideration. Mlle. Lauri’s 
Urban was a mildly good performance, 
with nothing to praise or blame in _ it. 
The Saint Bris of Signor Galassi, the 
Count de Nevers of Signor Del Puente and the 
Marcel of Signor Novara call for unqualified praise. 
These three distinguished artists were ali in excel- 
lent voice, and gave character to the entire perform- 
ance. Indeed, they are equally entitled to the credit 
of redeeming the opera from something deeidedly 
commonplace. Mme. Cavallazzi danced beauti- 
fully in the third act, and was rewarded with much 
applause. The chorus, orchestra, and all 
matters of detail were faithfully attended 
to. To-night ‘“ L’Africaine”’ will be presented, 
with Signori Campanini, Galassi, Novara, Monti, 
and Corsini, Mile. Dotti as Inez and Mme. Hauk as 
Selika. No opera has been presented in more 
sumptuous style than this work, anda repetition 
of the triumph it has won may be expected.

COL. MAPLESON’S FUTURE. 

The Fall Mall Gazette is responsible for the 

following: 


“We understand that a company, under the 
title of the “‘ Royal Italian Opera,” has been formed 
for the purpuse of combining the two Italian 
operas in London. The company proposes to 
purchase from Mr. Gye'’s Executors the Covent 
Garden Opera-house and Floral Hall, and the lease 
of Her Majesty's from Mr. Mapleson. The Earl 
of Lathom is the Chairman of the Directors, and 
Mr. Ernest Gye the Managing Director, Mr. Maple- 
son having undertaken to give his exclusive ser- 
vices to the company for 10 years. It will be 
seen that the company will have the entire 
contro! of Italian opera in this country and the 
United States. Among the operas which we believe 
will be produced during the coming season will 
be ‘Carmen’ and ‘Mefistofele;’ and an attempt 
will be made to give ‘ L’Hérodiade,’ Massenet’s 
opera, which made so great a sensation in Brussels 
last December. The cnief novelty of the season, 
however, will be the production of an opera by M. 
Lenepneu, a composer hitherto unknown beyond 
his own small circle. M. Lenepneu is said to have 
submitted the score of his opera, which is entitled 
‘ Velleda,’ during her recent stay in Paris to Mme. 
Patti, who was so much struck with its originality 
and power as to have expressed a wish to Mr. Gye 
to sustain the principal character.”’ 


Mr. Mapleson, after a careful perusal of this par- 
agraph, said yesterday that it was entirely correct, 
and added that he had been paid a large sum for 
his surrender of the lease of Her Majesty’s Theatre. 
He further added that while it was in the power of 
the newly formed organization to demand his ser- 
vices during the next 10 years in London, he had no 
expectation that he would be called upon, for as a 
matter of fact London could not support two opera- 
houses. ‘“ Now," said Mr. Mapleson, “I propose 
to devote myself to opera in the United States. 
There isa grand opportunity here, and I feel cer- 
tain of sufficient support in tne undertaking. I 
will at least have leisure to seek in Europe and this 
country for the best artists, and I promise that my 
next season will be of phenomenal interest. In ad- 
dition to the opera, I propose to produce ballet as 
it nas never been given in this country since 
the days of the Ronzani troupe. I will not 
be distracted by the necessities of management 
both here and in London, and can give my un- 
divided attention to the opera in this country.” 
This is certainly encouraging news, and will be 
welcomed by the public, which recognizes the 
generous spirit in which the greatest works have 
been presented this season. By way of assuranco 
of the spirit Mr. Mapleson intenas to bring to his 
performance, it is announced that Meyerbeer's 
**Roberto il Diavolo’’ is now in rehearsal, and 
will be sung next Wednesday evening, the 19th 
inst., with Mme. Hauk and Signor Campanini in 


the cast.

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LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The large paper thill of J. Howard Lewis, 
in Nether Providence Township, four miles from 
Chester, Penn., was destroyed by fire at 11 o’clock 
Sunday night.

FROM HIS BOX TO MADISON-8QUARE 
GARDEN. * 

HIS FREAKS ON THE TRACK—DIFFICULTIES 

IN CHAINING THE MONSTER ELEPHANT 


-—-A LARGE ATTENDANCE AT THE MATI- 
NEE PERFORMANCE, 


' Jumbo stood in his great iron-bound box 

2lose to the Fourth-avenue entrance of the Madi- 
son-Square Garden from the timeof his arrival 
there on Sunday night until daylight yesterday 
morning. Tarpaulins were thrown over the front 
of the box so that he was hidden from 
(view and so that he might not suffer from the 
jcold. Matthew Scott, bis London‘keeper, and oth- 
ers of Messrs. Barnum, Bailey & Hutchinson’s 
employes stood guard over the box. Jum- 
Was unusually calm and made no 

Bign of being uncomfortable. At daylight 
Mr. James A. Bailey, accompanied by the stalwart 
showman, Edward Mott, and followed by an 
army of strong-armed men, made their exit from 
‘the Garden and surrounded the box. Car drivers 
and milkmen checked their horses and looked 
‘with amazement upon the scene, The large doors 
of the entrance to the Garden were thrown wide 
open, and the fanlight was raised. Horses were 
attached to the truck under the box and an effort 
was made to drag it within the Garden. The aper- 
ture was of sufficient height, but was not wide 
enough, and it was found impossible to get the 
truck through the doorway. The tarpaulizs were 
removed from the front of the box and black- 
smiths were set to work to remove the heavy bars 
in front of Jumbo’s head. When these were taken 
away Jumbo surveyed the dressing department 
ofthe show, and was at perfect liberty to step 
from the box to the ground. Mr, Seott and Mr. 
Newman, ““Elephant Bill,”” both kindly requested 
Jumbo to alight, but the monster merely wagged 
his trunk in reply. They did not offer him buns or 
any other inducements, and he seemed in doubt as 
jto what he should do. The English and the Amer- 


Hean keepers decided that they would not hurry 
him, and a few minutes later, to the surprise of the 
assembled showmen, Jumbo gently lowered one of 
his immense fore feet to the earth. Then he raised 
this foot to the floor of his box and tried the ground 
‘with his other fore foot. He looked in a quizzical 
Way at Messrs. Bailey and Huteshinson, and, ac- 
vording to one of the showmen, desired to ask 
** Where is old Barnum ?”” 
+ Mr. George Arstingstall, the trainer of the herd 
of elephants, arrived at this moment, and won- 
dered why Jumbo was not ordered to step down 
Bnd out. Mr. Arstingstail basa way of acquainting 
elephants under his care with the fact that he is 
(the master of the situation. He had no fear of 
Jumbo. Whether the latter had learned this much 
could not be discovered, but he certainly betrayed 
greater desire to get out of the box than he ex- 
bibivea before Mr. Arstingstall’s arrival. The 
ast stepped briskly from the box, and his great 
body seemed resting on stilts, so long were his legs. 
One of the showmen said that he was the “ Nelse 
Seymour of elephants,” referring to the negro min- 
strel, who was celebrated for the length of his 
legs. Mr, Scots spoke to Jumbo and the 
peast followed him. The coterie of showmen 
avere certain that Jumbo had either grown three 
feet since emerging from the box or that he had been 
resting on his knees while inthe box. His height in- 
creased so rapidly in the showmen’s eyes that they 
evere willing to make affidavits that he wus 20 feet 
high. Police Captain Alexander S, Williams threw 
cold water on the showmen by saying: *' Pshaw, 
he isn’t any taller than some of the other elephants 
here.”” But when he was invited to survey the 
herd he acknowledged that he had erred in his state- 
ment, and was free to confess that all of the herd 
were baby elephants by comparison with Jumbo. 
‘When Jumbo trod on the wooden flooring of 
the dressing department there was a crash. 
fhe wood was ground into splinters. Jumbo 
naturally retreated. The flooring was elose 
to the ground, and some heavy boards were laid 
pver the splinters and the rest of the flooring. 
Theu Jumbo started afresh, and was soon on the 
face track. This was his first view of the public 
portion of the interior of the Garden, and he took 
& zood square look at the place. He made no 
noise, and, without warning, knelt and rolled over 
on bis side om the track. This freak occasioned 
ponsiderable surprise and fright among the show- 
men. He was evidently not dying, they thought, 
out they were in doubt as to his purpose. Mr. 
Scott quietly suggested that Jumbo was weary. 
Mr. Arstingstail nervously clutched at his elephant 
hook inthe pocket of his ulster. Stalwart show- 
man Mott suggested buns. ‘“Tody’’ Hamil- 
ton proposed to read the morning news- 
papers to the beast, and Messrs. Bailey 
and Hutchinson admitted that they were 
too much fatigued to suggest anything. No one, 
owever, suggested a bottle of whisky. After 
umbo had remained on his side for many minutes, 
curling his trunk above him and eyeing the flying 
trapezes with much interest all the while, he again 
surprised the showmen by rising with much dig- 
nity and’ by striding forward. He apparently had 
no knowledge that there were 21 other elephants 
in sthe establishment, and passed tbeir quarters, 
which were hidden from view, without checking 
bis speed. 

A place for Jumbo had peen arranged on the 
Madison-avenue side of the Garden, and near the 
entrance, and it was to this spot, far away from 
those of his own kind, that he was requested to 
proceed. He stopped again and calmly surveyed 
the Garden. Then he lay on his side on the race- 
track for the second time and contemplated the 
three rings, the flying trapezes,the Roman cata- 
ene and otherstrangethings, The showmen were 

coming impatient, yet Mr. Arstingstall refrained 
from using the hook. Mr. Scott placidly smoothed 
the elephant’s trunk with his hand, and said some- 
thing to him in his usual low tone of voice. Jumbo 
at length arose, and this time followed Mr. Scott 
from the track across the flooring near the Madi- 
son-avenue entrance and througn a large door- 
Way into the room set apartfor him. Here, for 
the first time, Jumbo saw that there were 
other elephants in the show besides him- 
self. The baby biephant born in Bridgeport 
and its mother stood in an_ inclosure 
in the furthest portion of the room, and wavered 
to and froin a happy way. Jumbo’s appearance 
Btartied them for a moment. but they saw him led 
into aa inclosure some distance from them and be- 
came calm. A chain was placed around one of 
Jumbo’s hind legs, and this chain was fastened to 
a heavy stake. The showmen sighed and were sat- 
isfied that he was at last where he could do no; 
harm. The beast evidently did not fancy the chain, 
howé ver, and by merely starting forward drew the, 
stake from the ground. This awful warning cast a, 
shade of gloom among the showmen, and they 
quickly determined that Jumbo should be more se- 
ecurely anchored. A council of war was held, and 
fit was «greed that he should be chained to some 
{kind ot‘ iron contrivance that would withstand the | 
strain of a multitude of elephants. Blacksmiths 
‘were celled inte requisition again, and in a short 
time the chain was made fast so that Jufhbo could 
not move out of the space allotted to him. When, 
the doors were opened for the matinée perform-’ 
Boce tiaere was a greatrush tosee Jumbo. It was 
the largest attendance at a matinée performance: 
since the opening of the show. The attendance, 
was aiso very large in the evening. Mr, Scott saia 
hat Jumbo was always delighted when surrounded 

y agreat crowd, and was very fond of music,. 
and judging by Jumbo’s manner, Mr. Scott was, 
correct in his statement. ‘ 

The box in which Jumbo was brought to New-; 
York remained on its truck in the street, and it. 
was invaded by squads of small boys. Mr. J. R. 
Davis. who was sent by Messrs. Barnum, Bailey,, 
aed Hutchin3zon to London to make arrangements’ 
for Jumbo’s departure, and who had just arrived 
in the City of Brussels, was in the Garden and told 
many interesting stories of the obstaeles thrown’ 
In his way whilein London. Everybody, he said, 
peemed to take a personal interest in trying to pre- 
vent him from removing Jumbo. Mr. A. D. Bart-: 
lett, the Superintendent of the Royal Zoological. 
Gardens, told him that the Queon had telegraphed 
to him for fuli particulars concerning the sale of 
Jumbo, and that the Prince of Wales had sent for 
him to visit Marlborough House and give like in- 
formation. The attendance at the Zoological Gar- 
dens after Mr. Barnum haa purchased Jumbo: 
was fully 20.000 a day, and during the same month 
im the previous year not more than 3,000 persons’ 
visited the place each day. Mr. Davis said that he 
ggg many letters containing threats against: 
is life, and that on the night that Jumbo was 
taken from the Gardens under his orders hundreds 
of men, women, and children followed the ele-' 
phant for eight miles to the steam-snip docks 
angrily shouting and screaming. The most ridicu-; 
lous presents were sent to him for Jumbo’s use. 
One firm sent a sewing-machine, and an abundance 
of tobacco, cigars, pipes. and other things of no 
use to Jumbo were received. During the excite-: 
ment in the Zoological Gardens 4,000 buns were, 
sold in a single day at a stand there and were fea 
to Jumbo. He drank beer, champagne, and whisky, 
very freely at all hours. A large night-cap was, 
gent for Jumbo and a widow’s cap for Alice, 
Jumbo’s companion. Mr. Davis brought these caps‘ 
with him.

THE NEW-YORK CONFERENCE. 


———_. 
WORK DONE AT YESTERDAY’S SESSION— 
BISHOP FOSS SERIOUSLY ILL. 

The New-York Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church resumed its labors at Sing Sing 
yesterday. The reading of reports of committees, 
varied by the granting of superannuated and su- 
pernumerary relations, formed the chief feature of 
the morning’s session. Just before the adjourn- 
ment of that session the feelings of the members 
were deeply stirred by the announcement that 
Bishop Foss, who had been expected to preside 
over the Conference, was seriously ill at his home 
in Minngapolis. At the opening of the session the 
Rey. Ezra Tinker, formerly a member of the Con- 
ference, who has recently joined the New-England 
Southern Conference on probation, was granted 
his parchments, which willyenable him to secure 
permanent membership in the latterbody. <A reso- 
lution was adopted asking the Church Extension 


Society to make an appropriation to aid the Rev. 
DeW. C. Van Gasbeck in building a new church at 
Croton Landing or repurchasing the old one. W. 
H. Hinckley, J. Belcher, 8. Merchant, A. Schriver, 
and A. H. Ferguson were appointed the commit- 
tee to nominate the standing committees for next 
goer. The Rev. De Los Lull told of the work done 

y the Pastoral Sustentation Society during the 
past year. A little over $100 remtnains in the trea- 
sury, and a committee has been appointed to s0- 
licit subscriptions. A motion to request Bishop 
Foss to preside over the Conference next year was 
carried by a rising vote. The Rey. G. W. Brown- 
ing addressed the Conference on the work and 
claims of the Ministers’ Mutual Assistance Society, 
which dispensed $900 last year and has $1,900 in the 
treasury. Superannuated relations were granted 
to the Revs. Aaron Hunt, J. E. Gorse, G, W. Ter- 
bush, and F. Bottome, D. D. The names of the 
supernumerary members were then called on the 
passage of character, and at the mention of their 
names the Rey. Messrs. Ackerly and Oakley made 
speeches. The lattersaid he had joined the Con- 
ference in 1823 and was now the oldest member. 
He is 82 years old. A resolution expressive of 
the respect of the Conference for its aged 
superannuated and epg oye mong A members was 
passed at the instance of the Rev. Dr. Smith. The 
superanuates now number 82. The Rey. John T. 
Hargrave was, at his own request, allowed to with- 
draw from the Conference. A report of the Com- 
mittee on Tracts advocating the establishment of 
libraries in the churches to be open on class-meet- 
ing nights was adopted, and then the Rev. James 
Jackson, a Wesleyan missionary to China, was ad- 
mitted tothe Conference on probation. The re- 
port of the Committee on Necessitous Cases con- 
cerning appropriations was read by the Rey. Mr. 
Lewis, its Secretary. The superannuates have re- 
ceived $5,329; the supernumeraries, $400; widows, 
$5,850; and orphans, $300; a totalof $11,879. A 
subscription of $800 was taken he to provide for 
the eee of the Conference and cases of special 
need. 

After the Rey. I. V. Hervy had beer granted a 
superpumerary relation the report of the Commit- 
tee on Education was read by the Rev. Gideon 
Draper. The Drew Theological Seminary, Claver- 
ack College, the Centenary College Institute, 
the Pennington Seminary, and the Drew Female 
College were declared to be in a good financial 
condition, Tne Wesleyan University, according to 
the report, had property to the value of $1,400,000. 
To the endownrent fund $200,000 had been added 
during the year, making it now amount to $800,000. 
Under the management of Dr. Sims the Syracuse 
University had made great advances, but it still 
needed about $300,000 to render it self-supporting. 
When the Conference was about to adjourn Bish- 
op Foster stated that he had heard from Mr, 
George W. kobertson, the brother-in-law of Bish- 
op Foss, that the Bishop was attacked on Friday 
by. etapa andjthat fears were entertained,for 

s life. 

In the afternoona meeting of the Conference 
Historical Society was held, at which the Rev. Dr. 
William H. Ferris presided, Scattered over the 
land, he said, were relics {of great interest 
left by the father who had gone. The soeijety 
sought to secure these relics and records, and take 
care of them so that future historians of Methodism 
would have them ready at theirhands. The Rev. 
Richard Wheatley spoke of the growth of the Chris- 
tian Churen, of Methodism as as an integral part 
of the system of Christianity, and of the organio 
life of Methodism. In the evening the anniversary 
ofthe Church Extension Society was celebrated, 
and the Rey. Dr. Capes gave tne facts and figures 
connected with the work of the society. To-day 
the principal business that will come before the 
Conference will be the making of appointments for 
the ensuing year.

MR. TOBIAS DENIES THE STATEMENT MADE 


BY MR. FARRELL. 

The Assembly Committee on Insurance Re- 
eceiverships again met yesterday morning im the 
Metropolitan Hotel. Assemblymen Erwin, Baker, 
and Haggerty ‘vere present. Mr. J. 0. Tobias, 
chief clerk for Receiver O'Neill, requested the com- 
mittee to permit him to make a statement. On 
being sworn he produced a copy of Sunday’s 
Times containing the testimony of Roderick F. 
Farrell before the committee on Saturday, and 
after reading therefrom declared all that portion 
of Mr. Farrell's charges relative to an eight-hun- 


dred-dollar present of silverware made by Messrs. 
O'Neill and Tobias to young Mr. Westbrook on 
the occasion of his marriage ** unqualifiedly false.” 
“*T never was in Mrs. Westbrook’s company,”’ con- 
tinued the witness, “ but once. That was onthe 
Wailkill Valley Railroad, between Goshen and 
Kingston. I was introduced to her by her husband, 
Neither Mr. Farrell nor Mr. McCrone was present. 
I did not attend Mr. Westbrook’s marriage, but 
being invited, sent a little souvenir, as is my 
custom on all such occasions, I almost 
blush to tell of it, as it was very in- 
significant—simply a glass fruit comport, 
costing less than $20. Mr. O’Neill made no pres- 
ent whatever.”” Mr. Tobias further read from Tar 
Times the testimony of E. D. Williams, which he 
also pronounced false, averring that he never said 
awordto Mr. Williams about “ taxes.’’ An affi- 
davit was made by the mother of Cole, the policy- 
holder, that his birth occurred on Jan. 19, 1847, not 
Jan. 13, 1848, as stated by Cole. Consequently, $48 
was deducted from the dividend accruing to Cole’s 
widow, a deduction allowed by the law and esti- 
mated by the Actuary. Major Haggerty wished to 
know if any fees were ever charged on acknowl- 
edgments or affidavits, Witness replied in the 
negative, saying thatin his capacity as a notary 
public he had saved policy-holders thousands of 
dollars by serving them without charge; that no 
clerk in Receiver O’Neill’s employ had charged for 
any service rendered.to policy-holders. Witness 
thought their compensation was sufiiciently large 
without that. Major Haggerty grimly suggested 
that there was no question on that point. 

‘Mr. Tobias,’’ continued the Major, ** you know 
a great deal more about the Continental,Life Insu- 
rance Company than we do, don’t youf Now tell 
us ali you know of its crookedness.”’ 

“Tf I only knew of anything that would give the 
committee my light in their investigation,” replied 
Mr. Tobias, ** believe me, gentlemen, 1 would state 
it, no matter whom it criminated.” 

“Vergy likely,” said the Major, dryly. 

The committee had met yesterday chiefly to take 
the testimony of Lucius McAdam, one of the inter- 
vening lawyers in the Continental Life. Mr. Mc- 
Adam has been subpcenaed twice before, but on 
each occasion has retired to Orange, N. J., with an 
attack of aeute inflammatory rheumatism. After 
the committee had been eight hours 1n session. 
Saturday, Mr. McAdam appeared and announced 
that he was ready to be sworn. Assemblyman 
Erwin said be was ready to go home, and, as the 
examination of Mr. McAdam would occupy several 
hours, he proposed to remain in New-York yester- 
day for that purpose. Before Mr. Tobias’s testi- 
mony was concluded, however, a note from Mr. 
McAdam was received, dated at Orange, stating 
that his visit to this City on Saturday had used him 
up, and he had suffered a relapse. This is the 
fourth case of rheumatism with which the com- 
mittee has had to deal, and the language in which 
they expressed their disgust for Mr. MeAdam’s dis- 
tress was as unsympathetic as it was forcible. 

The last sessions of the committee will be on 
Friday. 

Mr. John McCrone writes to Tur Times, denying 
Mr. Farrell’s allegation that he (McCrone) had 
communicated to Farrell the information concern- 
ing a presentto Mr. Westbrook on the occasion of 
his wedding. Mr. McCrone, however, says: “I

‘understood that either he or Mr. Tobias had sent 


some suitable present, such as silverware or the 
like.

‘ William Sachse, wholesale and retail dealer 
in wines at No. 737 Broadway, made an assign- 
ment yesterday to Fred C. Steffer, giving prefer- 


ences for $9,597 36, of which $3,198 34 was to the 
German Exchange Bank and $5,321 56 to F. W. 
Nourney. The business was started a few years 
ago, the greater portion of the capital being fur- 
nished by Mr. Schmiedel, who was cashier for Rob- 
ert Schroeder.

WITNESSES OPPOSED T0 PUTTING 
THEM UNDER GROUND. 
FINAL SESSION OF THE ASSEMBLY COMMIT- 
TEE—ELECTRICIANS TESTIFYING FOR 
THE TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE COM- 

PANIES. 


The final meeting of the Assembly Sub-com- 
mittee on Cities to discuss the feasibility of laying 
telegraph, telephone, and electrio light wires un- 
derground was held yesterday afternoon in the 
Metropolitan Hotel. Senators James Daly, Chair- 
man, and James W, Covert, of the committee, were 
present, and Mr. George d’Infreville, an electri- 
cian of the Western Union Telegraph Company, was 
called to the stand to resume his testimony which 
was broken off last Friday. Mr. d’Infreville said he 
had made tests of the underground cable laid by 
Capt. Mackintosh from the Western Union Build- 
ing'to the Stook Exchange. It took several weeks 
tO ascertain where the break in the cable 
was, for they could not cut it because 
there were no joints whatever in the 
wire, and joints are very difficult to make. 
Mr. d’Infreville then announced that he had been 
retained as an expert for the Edison Electric Light 
Company and the American Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, and would like to review the testimony 
which had been given at the previous meetings of 
the committee. Mr. L. E. Chittenden, who appeared 
for the people, objected, and a long controversy en- 
sued between himself, the Chairman, and Mr. Bur- 


ton N. Harrison, who appeared for the West- 
ern Union Company. Senator Daly finally al- 
lowed Mr. d'Infreville to proceed. Telephone 
wires, the witness said, would work un- 
der ground, witha metallic circuit, for 10 miles, 
and the question was only one of very great ex- 
pense to the companies, In London, Brussels, and 
Paris underground wires were gradually being su- 
perseded by phosphor-bronze wire, which is car- 
ried mostly over the roofs. A peculiarity of this 
wire was that it was very fine and strong, and 
might be stretched much longer distances than the 
common telegraph wire. It was also much less 
liable to injury by storms, and was not apt to get 
out of order. There were at present 500 miles of 
overhead common telegraph wires in London, 
which were disappearing rapidly, being removed, 
partly at least, at the city’s expense. Mr. d’Infre- 
ville then referred to Frank L. Pope'sreport, which 
electricians regard as an authority on electric mat- 
ters, and said that Mr. Pope had never worked a 
quadruplex wire, and therefore was unable to 
judge of the effects of induction and retardation 
when a heavy wire was used. It was found in 
London that underground wire covered with gutta- 
percha was in great danger of being injured by 
bakers’ ovens under the sidewalks, and that it 
would be liable to the same injury in this City from 
steam pipes. Consequently, the cables must be 
laid below the steam pipes to obviate this difficulty, 

** Do you not believe it to be scientifically and 
commercially practicable to place telegraph, tele- 
phone, and electric light wires under ground?” 
asked Senator Daly. The witness answered that 
all the local wires th New-York might work scien- 
tifically under’ground. It was possible, electrically 
speaking, but mechanically it was difficult, because 
the high price and destructibility of gutta-percha 
had to be taken into account, It would force 
the Western Union Company to close a 

reat many of their local offices, to the great 
neonvenience of the public. There were under- 
ground wires working in New-York between the 
Fire and Police Departments, but he believed they 
had a great deal of trouble with them. He did not 
know this to be a fact, however. The Western 
Union Company did not at all oppose the under- 

ound system, but it did object tothe passage ofa 

ill which would make it necessary for them to ac- 
complish an impossibility, to change the present to 
the underground system in one year. He thought 
it would take from two to five years at least. Mr. 
d’Infreville said Capt. Mackintosh’s system, which 
was explained at the last meeting of the committee, 
was fallacious, because in drawing out disabled 
wires from his cable, as was proposed, their rough- 
ness would scrateh and wear out the cable. Capt. 
Mackintosh interposed that he had practiced that 

lan without any detriment at all to the cable. 
Kir. d'Infreville then referred to the subject of 
gutta-pervha, and said that it was rapidly disap- 
pearing, and at the present rate would give 
out entirely in 30 years. Questioned be Mr. Harri- 
son, the witness said he was familiar with the vari- 
ous proposed underground methods, and they 
were all in an experimental state. *‘Is notall elec- 
tricity in an experimental state in its application 
to the arts and sciences?’ asked Mr. Chittenden, 
and the witness admitted that it was. 

Mr. Chittenden asked permission to place Mr. 
David Brooks upon the stand, and, in response to 
questions, the latter said he had invented an under- 
ground system, three or four years ago, which he 
sold to the Western Union Company for $190,000, 
and this system was now in usein England. Mr. 
Chittenden then asked: “Did you write a letter 
from Philadelphia on the 13th of March to John 
Van Horn, Vice-President of the Western Union?’ 

"I did,”’ said the witness. 

** Was that letter written of your own accord ?”" 

* No, it was written at vhe instigation of parties 
connected with Western Union to prevent legisla- 
tion. It was done because the company thought 
the Assembly bill contemplated making it com- 

ulsory on the company’s part to oy all their wires 
n cities in this State under ground in one year.” 

Mr. Harrison offered the letter in evidence, and 
said it contained very different ideas on the sub- 
ject of underground telegraphy than those ad- 
vanced by Mr. Brooks before the committee last 
Friday. Stephen Chester, an electrician, of Eliza- 
beth, N. J., testified that he had made experiments 
which satisfied him there was no serious practical 
objection to working telephone, telegraph, and 
electric light wires under ground. Charles E. 
Chinnock, electrician of the Metropolitan Tele- 
graph and Telephone Company, thought 
underground wires too expensive, and said 
it would raise the subscription price of tele- 
phones from $150 to $300 per year. A. 
J. Baldwin, another electrician, thought the 
working of underground wire entirely practicable. 
Mr. Harrison said he thought Chairman Daly had 
made a great mistake in ruling out the discussion 
of the question of expense. He did not know 
by what resolution the committee was appointed, 
but supposed, from what they said, that it was to 
ascertain if the laying of underground wire -was 
feasible. To his mind the matter of expense was 
of very great importance in determining the ques- 
tion. Mr. Edison had said it was commercially 

racticable, but everybody knew that while Mr. 
idison’s opinion on scientific matters was of great 
value, his opinion onjffinance was not worth the 
snap of his finger. Mr. Harrison then offered as 
testimony part of Frank L. Pope’s report on Dr. 
Lugo’s inventions. Frederick Pierce testified that 
he connected the underground wires between the 
Police and Fire Departments, and that the depart- 
ments had been and were now in constant com- 
munication with each other. After this testimony 
the committee adjourned sine die. 
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A RAILROAD CHARTER TO BE OPPOSED. 

The Westchester Property-owners’ Associa- 
tion met at No. 180 Water-street yesterday after- 
noon to hear the report of their committee that 
had been sent to Albany to oppose the Dill to ex- 
tend the charter of the Harlem and Port Chester 
Railroad Company unless the company should com- 
ply with the terms of its charter. The committee 


reported that they had gone before the Assembly 
Railroad Committee and had had a hearing, and 
that Mr. Barnett, who represented the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Railroad, that owned 
nearly the entire stock of the Harlem and Port 
Chester Railroad, was there to urge the extension 
of the charter. The Chairman of the Railroad 
Committee suggested that the hearing be laid 
over until to-day to enable both the citizens 
and the companies to confer. An invitation was 
sent to the President of the New-York, New-Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company to send a repre- 
sentative to the meeting of the property-owners, 
but that gentleman had declined todoso. The 
meeting seemed to be of the opinion that the rail- 
road company was unwilling to accede to the de- 
mands of the citizens to comply with the terms of 
the charter, so it was decided to send a telegram 
to the Railroad Committee in Albany! asking that 
the bill for an extension of the charter be not re- 
ported favorably. Assemblyman Catlin, of West- 
chester, the committee said, had assured them that 
he would see that the bill should not be reported 
on favorably unless the railroad company agreed to 
comply with the wishes of the property-owners.

THE HINMAN-HARE LIBEL SUIT. 
Counsel in the Hinman-Hare twenty-five- 
thousand-dollar libel suit spent yesterday in 
talking to Judge Van Vorst, in Supreme 
Court, Circuit, om points of law and in plead- 
ing to the jury, who have listened to testi- 
mony in the case for five weeks. Stephen Nash, 


for Bishop Hare, insisted that there was but one of 
two alternatives open; in the case—either the 
Judge must non-suit the ease or instruct the jury 
to give his client a verdict. Ex-Recorder Smith, 
going tothe other extreme of the legal compass, 
declared that the jury must find for his client. The 
only question was how much damages they were 
justified in awarding the Rev. Samuel D. Hinman. 
After the lawyers bad finished their arguments on 
the legal points involved Mr. Nash began his ad- 
dress to the jury, and asked why it was that the 
suit was brought in acourt 2,000 miles from the 
spot where the alleged grievances were given, and 
a tax of $25,000 or ,000 thereby imposed upon 
the tax-payers. He had spoken only a short time 
when the court adjourned. In the report of Mr. 
Hinman’s examination on Thursday, the name of 
Bishop Whipple was given as the clergyman who 
wrote the appeal to an Indian at the time of plain- 
Fade eens The appeal was written by Bishop 
arkson. 


THE TARIFF ASSOCIATION SCHEME. 
An executive session of fire underwriters 
was held yesterday in the Boreel Building, to take 
final action on the question of forming a tariff as- 
sociation for the Metropolitan district. The re- 
ports of the special committee appointed to pre- 


pare plans for the proposed organization and the 
report of the special eommittee for obtaining sig- 
natures of company Officers in favor of the eme 
were taken up and discussed at length. A motion 
to recommit the reports 1nd suspend action until 
a majority of the 16 companies withholding their 
signatures had signed was voted down. Then a 
vote was taken on the question of proceeding with 
the work of organizing the association and putting 
the tariff in operation, resulting in 58 votes in the 
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affirmative and 29 in the negative. There not 
being a majority of four-fifths in the affirmative 
tbe motion was lost. Sev gentlemen who vo 

in the negative having explained that they were in 
favor of establishing a tariff association, and ob- 
ected only to some conditions of the Bc 
plan which needed alteration, it was ultimately 
decided to refer the whole matter back to the 
committees. Of the 141 companies authorized to 
do business in the Metropolitan district, the officers 
of 125 have declared their desire to join some such 
association as that proposed, and it is the prevail- 
ing opinion that they will in one form or another 
be more or less gratified. It is conceded on all 
hands, however, that the scheme most likely to be 
adopted will be less exacting than that before the 
committee. 


GEN. CLINTON B. FISK SUED. 


————— 


AN ORDER FOR HIS ARREST ISSUED AT THE 


INSTANCE OF FRANCIS A. ‘yoaa. 

An order of arrest against Gen, Clinton B, 
Fisk was granted by Judge Donohue, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, on Saturday, on the application 
of John R. Dos Passos, attorney for Francis A. 
Fogg. Although he granted the order on Satur- 
day, Judge Donohue gave instructions that it 
should not be served until after Sunday. On 
Sunday night Gen. Fisk’ left this City for Detroit, 


Mieh., on very pressing business, so that the order 
will not be served for some time to come. The 
suit in which Gen. Fisk is defendant is brought by 
Mr. Fogg to recover $62,000, with interest, making 
altogether $69,788 50. Itis based upon allegations 
that Gen. Fisk falsely represented to Mr. Fogg the 
value of his interests in certain mining companies 
and thus induced him to purchase shares of the 
stock of those corporations and caused him to 
lose money. The complaint in the action has not 
been preparse, and the order of arrest was granted 
upon affidavits. Mr. Fogg says he became ac- 
quainted with Gen. Fisk in 1869, and thereafter be- 
came very friendly with him. For some time, he 
says, he has occupied offices in the Drexel Build- 
ing, where Gen. Fisk’s business firm also had 
offices. Their relations were so close that when, 
in 1879, Gen. Fisk proposed speculation in mining 
stocks to him, Mr. Fogg avers, he believed his-rep- 
resentations and purchased 1,000 shares of stock of 
the McMorris ining Company of Arizona, of 
which Gen. Fisk was President. The price he paid 
for this stock was $5 a share. Following this ven- 
ture and again acting upon the advice of Gen. 
Fisk, he says, he invested $25,000 in the stock of the 
Golden Eagle Mining Company, of which Gen. Fisk 
was the Treasurer. In the same way he interested 
himself largely in the Silver Era Mining Company. 
These ventures have proved disastrous to him, and 
he asserts that Gen. Fisk practiced upon him with 
deceit and an intention to defraud him. 

It was rumored yesterday afternoon that Gen. 
Fisk had left New-York to avoid the service of the 
order of arrest, bail upon which was fixed at $75,- 
000. His counsel, Wheeler H. Peckham, de- 
nied the truth of this rumor with much in- 
dignation. Mr. Peckbam said that the motive 
of the persons who inspire the present suit 
was to besmirch, if possible the, name of 
Gen. Fisk. That gentleman, he asserted, did not 
know when he left this City that an order of arrest 
had been obtained against him, although he did 
know that a threat had been made to procure one. 
On Saturday morning, Mr. Peckham continued, Mr. 
Dos Passos, the counsel of Mr. Fogg, visited Gen. 
Fisk and made this threat, saying he would carry it 
out unless an arrangement was made which would 
be satisfactory to his client. Mr. Dos Passos was 
then informed that Gen. Fisk wished to go to De- 
troit, but that he was also anxious to meet any 
process that might be directed against him. As no 
notice of the issuance of an order of arrest was 
given him he started for the West upon 

(Mr. Peckham’s) advice. “‘As a_ mat- 

of fact,” Mr. Peckham said, “I did 
not understand until to-night that an  or- 
der of arrest was procured on Saturday. I 
understood it was procured this ae Ido not 
know all the allegations in the case, for lhave not 
yet seen the papers, but Ido know that there was 
no necessity to get an order of arrest. Gen. Fisk 
has his home here, and has large interests to pro- 
tect here, and there was no reason to sub- 
ject him to such an indignity. We shail 
soon show that the charges against him 
are baseless. The facet is that this Fogg suit 
is an offshoot of one which has been pending for 
over a year and in which Gen. Fisk's former part- 
ners, Messrs. McKenzie and Williams, are the plain- 
tiffs. When the firm composed of these three per- 
sons was aboat to wind up its affairs and to be dis- 
solved it was found that its business had not been 
profitable. The books showed that Messrs. McKen- 
zie and Williams were largely indebted to Gen. 
Fisk. As this did not please the debtors they seized 
the firm's books and made a lot of fictitious 
entries in them. Then they sued Gen. Fisk for an 
accounting of the partnership profits, alleging that 
he bad sold mining property and failed to account 
for the commissigns he received. The suit is on 
trial before 8. B. Brownell as Referee, and the wit- 
nesses for the plaintiffs have contradicted the alle- 
gations of the complaint. I have begun to present 
the testimony for the defense. The plaintiffs 
foresee their defeat, and this action is a result of 
their foresight. We shall soon show this to beso.” 

Gen. Clinton B. Fisk is well known throughout 
the United States, particularly through his promi- 
nence as a patron of missionary and charitable insti- 
tutions of the Methodist Episcopal Church. He is 
the founder of the Fisk University, in Tennessee, 
which is devoted to the education of colored young 
men and women.

MEETING OF THE NEW-YORK ASSOCIATION— 
A LETTER FROM SETH GREEN. 
The monthly meeting of the New-York As- 
sociation for the Protection of Game was held last 
evening at Pinard’s, the Hon. Robert B. Roosevelt, 
President, in the chair. Among the other sports- 
men present were Benjamin L. Ludington, Fayette 
S. Giles, C. DuBols Wagstaff, Edward Wight, Wis- 
ner H. Townsend, Dr. John W. Greene, Thomas 
N. Cuthbert, ex-Senator Alfred Wagstaff, and J. 


Harson Rhoades. Seeretary Cuthbert read a letter 
from Seth Green, Superintendent of the State Fish- 
ery Commission at Caledonia, N. Y., who is an hon- 
orary member of the association, in which he said: 


“We have had our usual success thus far in the dis- 
tribution of young fry and mature fish. We have just 
closed the distribution of salmon trout for this season, 
and have shipped a total of 1,254,000 young fry to the 
following waters: Lake Keuka, Otsego Lake, Green- 
wood Lake,Chateaugay Lake, Sand Pond, Fulton Chain 
Lakes, Rainbow Lake,Owasco Lake, Long Pond, Round 
Lake, Lake Pleasant, Lake George, Canandaigua Lake, 
Upper Saranao Lake, Seneca Lake, Hemlock Lake, Mc- 
Kenzie Pond, Schuyler’s Lake, Bisby Lake, Big Rock 
Lake, Goshen Reservoir, and Conesus Lake. We have 
thus far distributed 193,000 young brook trout, 
and have only just begun to fill our orders. The 
distribution of mature fish closed on the 8d inst. for 
the season. ' The total shipments were 576 bass, 52 
pike, 75 bullheads, and 24 perch. The demand for 
lish for stocking purposes has been greater this season 
than ever before, which shows the increasing interest 
the people are taking in the culture of fish. The de- 
mand for California mountain trout has been 
my econ A great, and I am glad to say that, with the 
largely increased number of our breeding fish, 
we shall undoubtediy be able to give each ap- 
plicant the full number asked for. Up t 
April 1 last season we had obtained 64,500 spawn; 
for the corresponding period this season we have ob- 
tained 178,000, and [ am of opinion that the increase 
will hold in the same proportion the season through. 
The introduction of the California mountain trout in 
the East is without doubt one of the greatest suc- 
cesses and benefits yet accomplished by the New-York 
Fish Commission. There are many depleted trout 
streams, and streams whose borders have been 
cleared of the timber and brush, rendering them 
untit for the native brook trout, because it lays them 
open to the heat of the sun and destroys their shelter. 
Such streams can be stocked with the California 
trout successfully, and baa {s not been for their intro- 
duction very many of our streams would now be bar- 
ren, They are a superior fish for food, and in game 
qualities are not exceeded by any I have ever caught. 

*The State Fish Commission have this season of- 
fered for diatribution packages containing from 300 
to 500 California trout egyzs, for the purpose of experl- 
menting in fish-culture, to all parties sending 50 cents 
to defray the expenses of packing. We have received 
in response 248 applications, from _ nearly every State 
and Territory in the Union, as wellas from Canada. 
Inexpensive experiments of this kind go a long 
way toward educating the people in the art 
of fish-culture, and  atfords every one 80 
disposed an oppossaatty to learn something 
through their own efforts, Ihave taken pains to put 
each applicant in the way of obtaining practical in- 
formation on the subject of fish cultivation, and 
state the apparatus and modes which I have adopted 
and consider best and most practicable. ame Con- 
stable Schwarz, of this district, is as active and effi- 
client asever. He has so far this year succeeded in de- 
stroying 107 nets illegaily set, and is always on the 
alert to catch more.” 

The association passed a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Green in consideration of his interesting letter. 
Ex-Senator Wagstaff, one of the delegates to the 
recent convention of sportsmen at Albany, reported 
that anew garoe law had been drawn up by that 
body, submitted to the Committee on Game Laws 
of the Legislature, and ordered printed. The new 
law contained the amendments proposed at various 
times by the New-York association and kindred 
bodies, and contained aclause authorizing associa-~ 
tions for the protection of game to bring suits in 
the courts for violations of law. At the close of 
the meeting the members ~ ata of the customary 
dinner prepared by Pinard.
